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A DISBELIEVER IN REFORM 


COLLECTOR TROUP IS A PRACTI- 
CAL POLITICIAN, 


HIS UTTERANCES CREATE A STIR IN CON- 


NECTICUT POLITICS—A REPUBLICAN 
LEADER ASKS QUESTIONS, 

New-HaveEn, Sept. 2.—Many members 
of the New-Haven Civil Service Reform Associ- 
ation are out of town just now. When they re- 
turn there is likely to be music in the loca! air. 
Mr. Alexander Troup, of this city, who, having 
assumed Office as Collector of Internal R venue 
in Connecticut, has explained in pretty terse 
and emphatic language his contempt for ev- 
erything but practical politics, will serve as 
text for aggressive work. THE TIMES'S corre- 
spondent violates no confidence in announcing 
that the recent expression of sentiments by Mr. 
Troup, in which he put himself fairly and 
squarely on record against a civil service reform 
administration of his office, will be brought to 
President Cleveland’s notice. Mr. Troup knows 
that sueh a purpose is in view, and he insists 
that he is altogether careless regarding it. He 
was honest and sincere in all that he said, so he 
avers, and has nothing to retract or modify. It 
is certain that Connecticut has had no political 
episode in late years that has created a greater 
sensation than Troup’s breezy declaration of 
principles. Local Democratic papers have not 
criticised him; Republican organs show jubila- 
tion. There isan army of disappointed office 
seekers in the State just now, composed of men 
who have either been snubbed outright or given 
to understand that they need not expect favors 
at Washington in payment for mere political 
machine service. 

Fuel will be added to the flame to-morrow by 
an open letter addressed to prominent independ- 
ent Republicans by Judge Lynde Harrison, 
Chairman of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee. Simeon E. Baldwin, who was President 
of the Connecticut Independent Republican As- 
sociation during the last campaign; the Rev. 
Thomas R. Bacon, and Henry W. Farnam are 
the gentlemen to whom this open letter is ad- 
dressed. Though Judge Harrison is the author 
of the letter, he has not written it without 
the indorsement of leading men of his party. 
His prominent place in the Republican Party of 
Connecticut as Chairman of the State Central 
Committee has been thought by Republicans 
a sufficient reason for his preparation of the 
letter, the full text of which is as foilows: 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 2, 1885. 
To Messrs, Simeon E. Baldwin, Thomas R. Bacon, 
Morris F. Tyler, Henry W. Farnam: 

GENTLEMEN: Prior to the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1884 you were reputed to be members 
of the Republican Party. On some occasions 
you had taken an active part for the promotion 
of its success. Doubtless you believed in the 
principles of that party as declared from 18/0 to 
iss. In all of its recent a it has de- 
clared itself in favor of the principle of civil 
service reform. For many years the Federal 
Administrations had reappointed taithful offi- 
cials upon the expiration of their terms of 
service. From year to year the efficiency of the 
civil service had been improving. The civil 
service reform law had been passed by a Re- 
pubiican Congress and enforced by a Republican 
Presiient. I do not propose to discuss with you 
in this ietter either the advantages or the propri- 
ety of thatlaw nor the principles upon which itis 
founded. For my present purpose it is suf- 
ficient to recall the position of the Republican 
Party on the subject and to remind you that 
you have all been more or less active members 
of the New-Haven Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation. Last year you allied yourselves with 
the Democratic Party and openly advocated the 
election of the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency. You were the leaders of a few hun- 
cred gentlemen in this State who had formerly 
acted with the Republican Party. The small 
majority obtained for the Democratic Klectoral 
ticketin the State of New-York would have 
been reversed, notwithstanding the defection of 
a part of tke stalwarts, the loss of the Prohibi- 
tion vote, and the fatal speech of Burchard, if 
the few thousand gentlemen in New-York State 
who hela similar views with you had not aban- 
doned the partywith which they formerly acted. 

it would interest many of your oid friends in 
the Republican Party to know whether your al- 
liance with the Democratic Party was tempo- 
rary or is to be permanent. 

I believe that your professions of regard for 
the priuciples of civil service reform are sincere. 
Many people have been led te think that you re- 
gard that principle as the most important issue 
before the American people at the present time. 
It has been noticed by many citizens who be- 
lieve in this reform that recent removals of 
some subordinate Federal officers have called 
forth hostile criticisms from some journals that 


supported the Democratic Party in the last cam- ; 


paign. It is not my —— in this letter to 
criticise any removals or c 

lector of Internal Revenue for this district, or 
by other Federal officials in this State. I have 
been surprised, however, to observe that while 
these changes have been severely criticised, but 
little, if anything, has been said concerning the 
action of the present Federal Administration in 
removing the heads of the important Federal 
offices in this State. lf these changes had not 
been made the subordinate removals would not 
have followed. 

I do not propose to discuss the fitness of the 
prominent Connecticut gentlemen who have 
been appointed to important Federal offices by 
the present Administration. No one who knows 
them doubts the capacity and integrity of 
Messrs. English, Bixbee, Troup, Chapman, Wal- 
ler, and Russell. Neither do I intend in tiis let- 
ter to criticise the policy of the President in the 
appointment of these active members of the 
Democratic Party to positions of honor and re- 
sponsibility. 

But I do wish to ask you if by the removal of 
Messrs. Sperry, Beers, Selden, Dickinson, Mer- 
ritt, and Packard, or by the failure to recom- 
mission, them the Democratic Administration 
has not dealt a deadly blow to the cause of civil 
service reform? 

This is a cause which I know to be most dear 
to your hearts. 

It will not do to criticise the removal of tide- 
waiters, gaugers, and letter carriers, for polit- 
icai reasons, and fail to condemn the authorities 
at Washington when the spirit and purpose of 
civil service reform are not observed in Execu- 
tive appointments. 

Is it honest civil service reform to remove 
Mr. Sperry trom the Post Office at New-Haven, 
Mr. Beers from the Collectorship of this port, 
Col. Selden from the internal revenue depart- 
ment, Gen. Dickinson from the Post Office at 
Hartford, Gen. Merritt from the consular office 
at London, and Gov. Packard from Liverpoot ? 

These gentlemen beld purely ministerial of- 
fices. It has never been claimed that their po- 
litical opinions ever had affected in any manner 
the faithful performance of their duties. 

Many of these gentlemen by long experience 
were exceptionally well qualitied for the impor- 
tant public trusts held by them. I have never 
heard any charges against their efficiency or 
honesty. 

Should not the New-Haven Civil Service Re- 
form Association take some action upon the re- 
moval of these gentlemen ? 

Do you believe if the Republican Party had 
been continued in power these changes would 
have been made? 

Do you believe the recent changes in certain 
subordinate places would have occurred if the 
gentiemen I have named had been continued 
in office by the present* Administration? In 
the tight of the experience of the last six 
months, is the Democratic Party to be trusted 
with the cause of civil service reform ? 

We havea Legislature to elect in this State 
this Fail. Do you not feel willing to return to 
the Republican Party and by your votes in No- 
vember hasten the restoration of Republican- 
ism at Washington ? 

A very important election occurs in New-York 
in two months. Some, if not all, of you are re- 
putedin the public prints to have been since 
the last election in conference with your friends 
in New-York. Can you not advise those of that 
State who sympathized with you last Fall that 
the cause of civil service reform will be pro- 
moted by a loyal s''pport of the Republican can- 
didate tor Governor of New-York? Very re-

WRECK OF THE HALAVERIAN. 


THE STEAMER A TOTAL LOSS, BUT HER PAS- 
SENGERS SAVED, 

Sr. Joun’s, New-Foundland, Sept. 2.—The 
Alien Line mail steamer Hanoverian is a total 
loss, having gone ashore this morning at Portu- 
gal Cove, 14 miles north by west of Cape Race. 
The steamer Nimrod was dispatched this after- 
noon to the rescue of the passengers and crew, 
buta gale of wind anda dense fog prevented 
the Nimrod from going to the scene of the 
wreck. The Hanoverian left Halifax at noon 
on Monday with 57 passengers and her usual 
crew. She experienced fine weather until near- 
ing St. Pierre Island, when an impenetrable fog 
was encountered, and, by false steering, error of 
the compass, or neglect of soundings the 
steamer was driven at high speed into Portu- 
gal Cove, seven miles east of Trepassey, where 
she now lies a total wreck. She passed over a 
number of hidden rocks which ripped her bot- 
tom nearly the whole length. The main hold 
filled with water, and it isnot probable that the 
cargo can be saved. 

The passengers are supposed to be now en 
route to Trepassey, where they can receive ac- 
commodations and comfort until the warship 
Tenedos reaches them to convey them to St. 
Jofin’s. Other steamers follow to render assist- 
ance. A New-York steamer of the Red Cross 
Line has been signaled from Cape Race to pro- 
ceed to the scene of‘ the disaster. Steam tugs 
have also been dispatched to the scene. No 
loss of life has yet been reported. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia. Sept. 2.—Very 
few particulars have been received here of the 
disaster to the steamer Hanoverian on the coast 
of Newfoundland. The reports received state 
that she struck at a place known as Portugal 
Cove, 1n Trepassey Bay, during a dense fog, 
while attempting to make Cape Race. The spot 
is a very rough one, and she lies on the rocks in 
such a bad positionthat there is little hope of 
her getting off. The passengers and crew were 
landed safely and will be transported to St. 
John’s by the warship Tenedos, which sailed 


from that port for the scene of the disaster im- | 


mediately on news of the wreck reaching there. 
The Hanoverian arrived here from Baltimore 


early Saturcay morning, and proceeded on Mon- ; 


day for Liverpool, 
pussengers from 
board 174 from this place for Liverpool, 
and 46 for St. John’s. The intelligence 
of the disaster caused considerable anxiety 
here among the relatives and _ friends 
ct those on board until positive information 
was reveived that everybody wassafe. Among 
the passengers trom here were the families of 
the Right. Rev. Hibbert Binney, Lord Bisbop of 
Nova Scotia, and Capt. Fane, of the English 
Navy. 

The Allan Line steamer Newfoundland has 
been ordered to prepare to leave for the scene of 
the wreck at a moment’s notice should she be 
required to do so, and preparations will be com- 
pleted about midnivht. ¢ 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 2.— The steamship 
Hanoverian was a vessel of 4,000 tons burden, 
and was one of the stanchest sailing from this 
port. She left Baltimore on Aug. 25. She was 
commanded by Lieut. B. Thomson, R. N. R., and 
her other officers were as follows: Chief Officer 
—A. H. Vipont; Chief Fngineer—A. Glen; Purser 
—James Kirkton; Surgeon—T. Parr. She car- 
ried to Halifax the following passengers ona 
pleasure tour:

Ex-County Superintendent of the Poor 
Taliman, is Highway Commissioner 
of the town in which Little Rest is 
situated. He and Robert Butts and George 
Morey were at work on the highway at1 o’clock 
P. M. to-day, when Isaac Crispell, a dissolute 
character, who also worked for Tal}man at odd 
times, came along and entered into conversation 
with Tailman, evidently bent upon a quarrel, as 
he was intoxicated. He turned from Tallman to 
Butts and commenced quarreling with the latter 
and finally made motions with bis arms and 
ists as Lag be he was going to. strike 
Butts. The latter raised his hands and 
motioned him away, when Crispell stepped 
a short distance away, and pulling outa re- 
volver, he aimed at Butts and fired, the ball 
striking the latter in the breast. Butts walked 
away 10 or 12 feet, and then turned to see if 
Crispell was going to shoot again. When he 
faced Crispell the second time the latter again 
aimed at Batts and again fired, another ball tak- 
ing effect in Buttsis breast. George Morey, 
who before the first shot was fired said, 
“For God’s sake, don't shoot,” went to 
Butts’s assistance, Butts having in the meantime 
opened his vest and his shirt was saturated with 
blood. He, however, managed to walk to his 
home. a quarter of a mile distant, with Morey’s 
assistance. On reaching his home Dr. Goodale 
was sent for, but was unable then to find the 
balls, and deferred further action till he could 
have a consultation. Morey says as Butts 
walked along he breathed like a child having 
the croup. Crispell was arrested at his home 
at Littie Rest and brought here and 
lodged in juil. Itis believed the wounded man 
will dio. The excitement over the matter is in- 
tense, and it is believed if Crispeil had remained 
in Millbrook or Little Kest over night he would 
have been lynched. Crispell says Butts struck 
him op the head, and it was then he shot him. 
Mr. Tallman and Mr. Morey, both reputable 
citizens, and thefonly ones who'saw the shooting, 
say Butts made no motion whatever to strike 
Crispell.

Subsequently it was learned that the 
coupon sbould have been received on Tuesaay, 
and Woods was rearrested, when he confessed 
that Kerrigan stole the letter.

THE ODDS ON THE PURITAN 


FRIENDS OF THE GENESTA PRE- 
FER TO BET HATS. 

MONEY TO BACK THE PURITAN FINDS FEW 
TAKERS—THE CUTTER ON THE DRY 
DOCK AND VISITED BY HUNDREDS. 

The general complaint of the backers of 
the Puritan is that they cannot find anybody to 
take their bets. A few wagers were made yes- 
terday at oddsof one hundred to ninety and 
one hundred to seventy-five in favor of the 

Puritan, but the great bulk of the money offered 

finds no takers. As a rule, when a Puritan 

man makes overtures to aGenesta man, the lat- 

ter replies, in substance, as follows: ** Well, I 

won’t bet any money, but as a matter of 

sentiment I will bet you a_ hat.” The 
$5,000 referred to in THE TIMES a day 
or two ago as being held by a broker 
to bet on the Puritan still remains untaken, 
and several inquiries tor bets cabled to England 
during the Jast two days have not been an- 
swered. One well known New-York Yacht 

Club man cabled yesterday to a prominent Eng- 

lish sportsman offering to back the Puritan 

with £500 on even terms, but got no response. 
As a consequence of this general indisposition 
of Euglishmen and the American friends of the 

Genesta to risk their money, it is freely said that 

they must have little hope of the cutter’s beat- 

ing the sloop. The shortening of the Genesta’s 


topmast is regarded by nearly all yachtsmen asa 
desperate effort to gain time allowance, and is, 
therefore, interpreted as a confession of weak- 
ness. Her topmast was shortened 2% feet, 
according to the personal admission of Mr. 
Beavor-Webb, and a competent judge said last 
night that that change would make a difference 
of nearly half a minute in her favor. It has 
been remarked, also, as a significant circum- 
stance by those who have come in contdct with 
Mr. Beavor-Webb, that he has of late shown 
considerable irritability. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the Genesta 
was tuken into the Anglo-American Dock of the 
Messrs. Simpson, at Erie Basin, South Brooklyn. 
An hour later the pumping out of the water 
began, and 11 of the Genesta’s crew took 


| position alongside of her on floats—six on one 


side and five on the _ other.* Each of 
the men was armed witha stiff scrubbing brush, 
and placed on the floats beside them were buck- 
ets filled with diluted oxalic acid. The men 
dipped their brushes in the buckets and began 
to scrub the coppered sides of the cutter as the 
water receded. There was some green slime, 
but no grass on her bottom. It was said by Mr, 
Beavor-Webb a few days ago that there was at 
least six inches of grass on the cutter’s bottom. 
At 3:30 o’clock the water was all pumped out 
and the scrubbing had been completed. 

It was intended at first to put the Genesta 
back into the water immediately, but it was dis- 
covered in scrubbing her off that two of her 
copper Dlates had been injured by her coming in 
contact with araft at Poillon’s shipyard soon 
after her arrival at this port, and the work of 
substituting new plates for these was berun at 
once. This work, it was thought, would be fin- 
ished early this morning, and the cutter could 
then be got overboard by noon to-day. 

Several hundred persons took the long and 
roundabout journey to Erie Basin to see the 
famous cutter in the dock. At first a guard was 


} placed at the gate, and admission was denied to 


every body who was not armed witha card of 
admission from Mr. Beavor-Webb. This irritated 
the crowd, and it retaliated by making cutting 
remarks and invidious comparisons. 

“Why don’t you put herin a glass case?” 
shouted one. 

“Why don’t you charge 25 cents admission 
fee? We'll pay it!’ shouted another. 

Somebody offered to a passing truckman the 
ironical caution, ** Mind how you look over there, 
you might hurt it.”” The crowd took this remark 
up and roared it all along the line. The fun threat- 
ened to become uproarious, and the English- 
men gave way beforeit. The order of exclusion 
was withdrawn and admission given toall. The 
crowd poured into the inclosure and overflowed 
the sides ot the dry dock, but did not press closely 
enough to interfere with the men at their work. 
Indsed, that was impossible, for most of the time 
there was a deep water barrier between the 
crowd and the cutter. General astonishment 
Was expressed at the fuilness of the cutter’s 
sides. er characteristic lines may be pretty 
clearly indicated by saying that she differs from 
other cutters in being U shaped instead of V 
shaped. 

The Puritan left her anchorage off Stapleton, 
Staten Island, soon after 2 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and took her last spin down the Ba 
before going on the dry dock to be polished and 
pot-ieaded for the rage. There was a fresh west- 
erly wind and an ebb tide, and the sloop, with 
only plain canvas on her, went down the Bay 
with the speed of a steamboat. On 
the way the club _ topsail was set 
and the head sails shifted from time 
to time, to give practice to the crew. Down in 
the Horseshoe the wind began to die away, and 
Skipper Crocker did not deem it advisable to 
venture outside of the Hook test he should get 
becalmed. He therefore putabout and came 
back up the Bay. The yacht reached her 
anchorage at 6:15. J. Malcom Forbes said the 
sails and crew worked satisfactorily, and every- 
thing about the boat was in apple-pie order. 

The Puritan will be towed up to the screw 
dock at the foot of Market-street during the 
forenoon of apr: The exact time when she 
will go on the dock will depend on the state of 
the tide. After being thoroughly scrubbed off 
she will be pot-leaded. She will be put over- 
board again during the forenoon of Sunday, 
and will be towed at once to the lower entrance 
to the Narrows, whence she will proceed under 
sail to the Horseshoe to await the coming of 
Monday morning. 

The Priscilla did not leave her anchorage yes- 
terday. Capt. Gibson, her skipper, went off on 
the Puritan. 

So great an influx is expected here of people 
trom the East to see the great yacht race that 
the Fall River Line bas made arrangements to 
put on an extra boat on Sunday night. The 
demand for steamers and tugs is so great that 
those craft are coming to this city from all the 
neighboring ports. 

The steamer Sylvan Dell has been chartered 
for the first day’s race by a party of gentiemen 
belonging to the Union and Merchants’ Clubs. 
She will leave the pier foot of Thirty-first- 
street, East River, at 8:15 A. M. on Monday. For 
the second race she has been chartered by the 
Atlantic Yacht Club. 

The Custom House authorities in this port 
have been instructed to call public attention to 
section 4,490 of the United States Revised 
Statutes, which provides that sea-going steam- 
ers shall have not less than three water- 
tight bulkheads. The Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury has decided that this law applies 
to vessels which go beyond Coney Island. 
The law becomes of particular significance just 
now, as a large proportion the steamboats in 
this vicinity will probably be chartered to take 
spectators to see the races between the Genesta 
and the Puritan. Care must be taken that no 
steamboats with less than three watertight 
bulkheads go beyond voney Island. The penaity 
for violating the law is $500. 

ln answer to inquiries addressed to Tar Times 
it may be ~- stated that the second race, on 
Wednesday. Sept. 9, will be sailed over the regu- 
lar New-York Yacht Club course, from off Owl's 
Head, Bay Ridge, to the Sandy Hook Light and 
return to the finishing point off Busy No. 15, be- 
low Fort Wadsworth. The yachts will be start- 
ed as near 10 o’clock as possible. 


JUDD'S LETTER NOT YET REOEIVED. 

Boston, Sept. 2.—Col. Carroll D. Wright 
has not yet received the letter which Judd, the 
recently dismissed statistical agent of the Bu- 
reau of Labor, says he has forwarded to this 
city, stating thatthe stories about his alleged 
confession were the work of his polit- 


ical enemies. Col. Wright says that he 
thinks Judd can find no fault witir 
the treatment he has received. The charges 
against him were submitted to him when they 
were first filed, anc he then declared first that 
there was nothing in them, but afterward, when 
the confession was published, he telegraphed to 
Col, Wright that he expected to be removed, and 
followed his dispatch with a letter stating that 
be found no fault whatever with his re- 
moval, as he expected it. Since then he 
has been offering to explain the charges 
against him, but thus far his explanation has not 
been furnished to Col. Wright or to the public. 
Col. Wright is having 9 thorough investigation 
of the facts made, and intends soon to submit 
them in a detailed report to Secretary Lamar. 
He does not think Judd can successfully pose as 
a political maityr because he hus been treated 
with courtesy throughout, 








SHOT DEAD BY A SHERIFF. 

Sr. Louts, Sept. 2.—Kirkwood, a railway 
station 12 miles from St. Louis on the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, was thrown into a great state 
of excitement this evening by the appearance 


onthe highway of Sheriff Allen and Edward 
Bueschel, a locksmith. Both were armed with 
pistols and standing in the middle of the street 
fired at each other, as though ergagedé in a 
regular duel. Tweive shots were fired in all, 
when Buesche! fell over dead. He was shot in 
the abdomen and in the breast, in the region of 
the heart. Sheriff Allen says that Mra. Ramsdel, 
a lady friend of the Bueschels, went to call on 
the locksmith'’s famiiy. The latter muistakin 
the old Jady for a burglar, fired at ber and 
wounded her in the left leg. Sheriff Allen, who 
heard the shot, went to arrest Bueschel, when 
the latter appeared with a pistol in each hand.

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MAXWELL’S CASE CONTINUED, 


A THRONG IN COURT TO SEE THE ALLEGED 
MURDERER OF PRELLER. 

Sr. Lous, Sept. 2.—Those who claim that 
all public interest in the Maxwell case has died 
out were surprised this morning to find that the 
Court of Crimina! Correction was crowded with 
people anxious to catch a view of the prisoner. 
When his case came up to havea preliminary 
hearing the galleries were packed with spec- 
tators. So was the bar, and so were all the 
passages, while from the Judge’s private room 
peeped dozens of fashionably attired ladies, 
who, when the exciting moment of the entrance 
of the prisoner arrived, jostled each other in 
the endeavor to get a good view of bim. The 


business of the court was demoralized by the 
unmanageable nature of the crowd. Witnesses 
named.were called, but they found themse!ves 
unable to pierce the dense throng of sight-eers, 
and the lawyers were obliged to ask for con- 
tinuances in cases, simply because they were 
unable to secure the evidence of witnesses 
whom they knew to be in court. 

Maxweli seemed somewhat surprised at the 
size of the crowd, and not a trifle nervous as he 
turned furtively back and fora moment glanced 
along the array of faces which were focused 
upon him. When he sat down the court asked 
whether the State was ready, and Pro-ecuting 
Attorney Claiborne replied that it would be in 
the course of afew hours. Mr. Fauntleroy then, 
on behalf of the defendant, made a statement in 
support of a motion fora continuance, saying 
that the evidence taken before the Coroner's 
jury was so voluminous that he had not had 
time to read itall. He explained that while he 
wus occupying the bench in court he ab- 
stuined, from a sense of propriety, from pay- 
ing any attention to tbe case. He did not 
think that the cnse of the State would suffer by 
a delay of a week or 10 days. Mr. Claiborne said 
that if there was to bea preliminary examina- 
tion he would hike to get at the case as soon as 
possible, as he did not want it to go past the 
time of the next Grand Jury. He asked Mr. 
Fauntleroy whether he really intended to hear 
the preliminary examinition. Mr. Fauntleroy 
said that he would be able to decide that ques- 
tion after he had devoted another week to ex- 
amining the evidence. Judge Noonan then con- 
tinued the case to 2 o’clock next Wednesday aft- 
ernvon. 

Day by dav letters keep coming in in the Max- 
well cuse, and the authorities are following up 
clue after clue, some of which lead to nowhere 
and others go to confirm facts already known. 
A recent letter to the authorities gives quite a 
detailed account of the beginning of the now 
historic friendship between Prelierand Maxwell. 
It appears that the acquaintance was not 
scratched at the Cephalonia piano and that Mux- 
well did not, as he said, meet and know Preller 
in Liverpool. The fact of the matter is 
that they did not become acquainted till 
about one day out from the American 
shore, Preller was afraid of seasickness 
and remained in hisroom all the time, even hav- 
ing his meals brought to him. Just near his 
room stood a tricycie, which attracted his atten- 
tion, and he asked one day, ** Who does that be- 
long to?” He was told, “It belongs to a man 
named Maxwell.”? His next question was, ** Who 
is Maxwell?” And the party to whom the ques- 
tion was addrersed could not furnish any infor- 
mation. They met the day of this conversation. 
and that was their first meeting. Other little 
pieces of information like this keep on coming, 
and though they do not often amount to much 
they disprove some former ideas and show a lie 
in some of Maxwell’s stories.

THE TRAGEDY ON THE POTOMAC.

MORGAN’S SON 
SETA WERE DROWNED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The particulars 
of the tragedy on the Potomac !ast evening, by 
which Mr. John H. Morgan, the only son of Sen- 
ator Morgan, of Alabama, and Mrs. Emma 
Della Seta,a lady living at No. 2,116 G-street, 
northwest, Jost their lives, are as_ fol- 
lows: Mr. Morgan. who is a member of 
the Washington Canoe Club, left the ciub- 
house about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, going 
in the lola, a double canve, with Mrs. Seta, 
while Mrs. Seta’s niece, Miss Lulu McCarthy, 
accompanied them in a_ single canoc, as 
she desired to: ractice paddimg. At about 7:15 
o’clock, when about a quarter of a mile below 
the Chain Bridge, the double canoe was capsized 
and both of its occupants, Mr. Morgan and Mrs. 
Seta, were drowned. Mr. Morgan went down 
while attempting to save his companion. He 
was a good swimmer, but of very slight phy- 
sique. Miss McCarthy, who had turned her canoe 
down stream and was some distance in advance, 
happened to turn her head over her shoulder 
and saw the tola upset. She saw the two occu- 
pants in the water and heard Mr. Morgan cry 
“Lulu, Lulu,” before he sank. She at once 
turned about, but when she had paddled to the 
spot both Mr. Morgan and Mrs. Seta had disap- 
peared. The canoe, it appears, had struck a 
sunken rock. The current at this point is very 
swift, making a series of rapids, and there are 
many dangerous rocks in the water. After pad- 
dling about the fatal spot for half an houror 
more, vainly hoping that the forms of her com - 
vmanions would rise to the surface, Miss 
fcCarthy in despair started down the 
river after help. She had _ proceeded 
only a _ little way when she met 
a gentleman and lady in a boatand went back 
with them to make another fruitiess search. 
Miss McVUarthy and her two new companions 
then turned again down the stream toward 
Holtzman. Miss McCarthy being now exhausted 
was taken into the other boat. At Holtzman’s, 
Miss McCarthy was cared for by Mra. Holtzman, 
and subsequently was taken to her home in a 
buggy by Mr. Holtzman, greatly to the relief of 
her distressed mother, to whom a report had been 
brought that her daughter had been drowned. 
Mr. Holtzman drove to Senator Morgan’s 
house at First and B streets, northeast, and in- 
formed him of his son’s death. The announce- 
ment for a moment stunned the Senator. When 
he had recovered his composure he gave direc- 
tions to have a thorough search made for the 
bodies, and a force of men was soon at work in 
the river. Mre. Seta was a widow about 40 
years of age, a clerk in the General Land Office, 
and resided with ber sister, Mrs. McCarthy, and 
her niece, Miss McCarthy. Mrs. Morgen is 
critically ill, and she has thus far been kept in 
ignorance of her son’s death, for tear that the 
shock of the announcement would prove fatal. 


DROWNED IN THE HUDSON. 
NEewsura, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Joseph Cole- 
man, 88 years old,an engineer at the docks of 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company in this city, 
was drowned in the Hudson River at the docks 


this morning at about 8 o’clock. The circum- 
stances of the drowning were not made quite 
clear at the inquest this afternoon. He was em- 
ployed at the time on a boat known as a pumper. 
Missing him from his engine, after noticing that 
the latter was blowing off steam, David McDow- 
ell and John Carroll, boatmen, began looking 
around forhim. McDowell first saw his hat in 
the water,and then saw bubbles arising from 
the vicinity of the hat. He procuied a boat- 
hook, and both men began shoving it around in 
the water. In a few minutes they were rewarded 
by catching the vest of Coleman. The drowned 
man was rolled over a barrel, and other means 
of resuscitation were tried, as soon as the body 
was drawn ashore, but the efforts were fruitless, 
as life had fied. Coleman had been jn the e- 
ploy of the company for a numver of years, acd 
was much respected. He leaves a widow and 
three small children, two boys and a girl.

He 
was 77 years old, and had been ailing for 
some time. His death, while not unex- 
pected, was sudden.

Some papers and $205 
in money and a will bequeathing his vosses- 
sions to his niece, Georgiana Dusenbury, were 
found in his trunk. Coroner Van Woert took 
possession of the effects and will hold them till 
the arrival of the niece, who is expected to ar- 
rive here in the morning.

WALLINGFORD INVADED 


TWENTY-ONE DRUM CORPS MAKE 
THE AIR HIDEOUS. 

THE SASSACUS CORPS, OF NEW-HAVEN, 
CARRY OFF THE FIRST PRIZE—PEOPLE 
GATHERED FROM FAR AND NEAR, 

WALLINGFORD, Sept. 2.—It will be weeks 

before this village will recover from the shock 
it has experienced to-day. There has been noth- 
ing like it since the cyclone of 1878, which car- 
ried the Cony House 20 miles over into the Con- 
necticut Valley, and then came back after the 
clerk. The experience of to-day has been even 
more disastrous, since we have suffered from «a 
visitation of drummers, a scourge worse 
than the Ii-year locusts, though fortu- 
nately not lasting so long. It was not 
the comparatively mild form of drummer 
known as the commercial variety either, but 
the most virulent type of military drummer. 
Philosophers have been inclined to dispute 
whether the military drummer is in reality any 
worse than the commercial species, and have 
advanced the argument that the voice of the 
jatter when he addresses the pretty waitress at 
the railroad restaurant is even louder and more 
obnoxious than the drum of the former; but 
such sophists would have been convinced of 
their error if they had been here to-day. The 
oldest and most reliable citizens are unanimous 
in the opinion to-night that even the hardware 
drummer is an angel compared to a arummer 
with a drum. 

What accursed fatality made the drummers of 
the State select Wallingford for their unholy 


gathering isa mystery the police are at present 
endeavoring tu fathom, which makes it positive 
that no one willever find out. Whatever their 
cesign may have been, it is sufficient that they 
came and that they kept the village terrorized 
from morn till noon and noon till dewy eve. 
They de-cende! upon us from all the trains on 
all the railroads, and they poured in on foot 
and in wagons by all the roads that 
lend into the luckless town. They brought 
fifers with them to udd to the torture, and the 
result was as if a thousand boiler shops were in 
operation all at once, with a man filing a saw be- 
fore each one of them. Twenty-one of these 
gangs of desperadoes—or drum corps, as they 
termed themselves—came from as many differ- 
ent citie~ and villages, including New-Haven, 
Hartford, Danbury, Meriden, Waterbury, Moo- 
dus, Mansfield, Ansonia, Guilford, Birming- 
ham, Windsor, Waterville, Middletown, North- 
ford, Derby, and various other localities, and 
they numbered altoyvether over 800 men, with 300 
instruments of torture. They showed no mercy 
to sex orage, and they poured theirdin alike 
into the ears of the just and the unjust. 

The unfortunate citizens were taken by sur- 
prise and the boldest were affriwhted, so that not 
a single villager dared to bring forth hisgun and 
fire upon the enemy, and the police were even 
intimidated into escorting the invaders about 
the village. The latter’s plans were arranged 
with a ski! worthy of a better cause. The Wal- 
linegford Drum Corps was in the conspiracy, and 
they stationed themselves at the railroad etation 
early inthe forenoon, and as one after another 
of their allies arrived in bodies they escorted 
them to the Town Hall, the strvategetic centre 
of the village, whence they might rally forth 
upon any of the inhabitants who dared to show 
resistance. By noon the entire force from all 
over the State had arrived, and pandemonium 
reigned. Thedin of the invaders brought the 
people from all the country round to ascertain 
what was the matter, and there were long trains 
of carriages, wagons, sulkies, buck-boards, 
‘“*spindles,”’ foggies, and every other species of 
vehicle tending toward the village upon every 
road that entered it from east, wast, north, and 
south, insomuch that the unprejudiced observer 
might have been led to imagine that Walling- 
ford was a vast cemetery, with a score of par- 
ticularly jovial funeral processions coming into 
it. 

Not satisfied with their violent entrance into 
the unhappy village, the invaders added insult 
to injury by flaunting themseives through the 
principal streets in a shameless but gaudy and 
glittering procession, which the affrighted in- 
habitants even affected to admire and crowded 
out upon the sidewalks to witness. By this 
time a fraction of the population of the ad- 
joining country was in the village, for every 
husbandman who had heard the infernal din of 
the arrivals had come in with his wife and three 
children, the bired man, and the dog to sée what 
Was up. Mercenary persons dia not even hesi- 
tate to prey upon the misfortunes of the luck- 
less village, and booths for the sale of ham sand- 
wiches, ginger beer, sarsaparilla, and other 
drinks that lure to ruin were erected along the 
line of march. 

The pitiless invaders, headed by Col. Leaven- 
worthon horseback, assisted by several mounted 
aides, began their march at noon, one drum 
corps following another in a long and glittering 
procession that took eight minutes to pass a 
riven point. Haughty drum-majors, their lofty 

ear skins high upon their proud heads, marched 
backward before their various commands, secin- 
tillating with brass buttons and gold braid, 
tall drummers and short drummers 1n gor- 
geous uniforms smote big and little drums with 
their padded potato mashers, great and small 
fifers flifed mercilessly, and abandoned cymbal- 
ists added to the clattering thunder, so that the 
noise shook green apples off the trees, Moved a 
frog in the railroad track, jolted the nails out of 
the shingles in the roofs, and the hens inthe 
poultry yards along the route laid premature 
eggs in fright. The villagers attempted to pro- 
pitiate the invaders by spreading a lunch in City 
Rink Grove, and in the middle of the afternoon 
the drummers fell upon 1¢ and destroyed 1t. 

Then they began to exact tribute from the 
inhabitants. They stationed men at the gate to 
the grove, and the entire village was obliged to 
enter one at a time and purchase their ransom 
witb a dime each. After getting tne entire vil- 
lage coralled in the inclosure the drummers be- 
gan their orgies, and so strange a thing is hu- 
man nature that children laughed and played, 
young people carried on flirtations or chatted 
together, and their elders Giscussed domestic 
matters, the crops, and the price of pigs, 
while the awful preparations were being meet q 
until the hideous truth came upon them with 
sickeni:ig force that the drummers were about 
to enter upona competitive trial for prizes in 
their presence. The judges were first balloted 
for in the horse sheds, and ey rg © William 
E. Boole and William R. Green,jjot Meriden, ana 
Charies B. Hendricks were chosen. Then repre- 
sentatives of each of the invading drum corps 
drew numbers from a hat to ascertain the order 
of performance, and the three Judges entered a 
closed shed and sat with their backs to the 
drummers in order that there might be no par- 
tiality shown, while each corps rid itself of the 
utmost din of which it was capable, and the hap- 
less villagers suffered and were strong. 

The hideous rites began with the performance 
of the Merwin Corps, of New-Haven, consisting 
of 10 boysin drab uniform, assisted by a wizened 
and gray-haired man, who was old enough to 
kuow better. They banged and tooted away for 
five minutes and then retired, evidently glory- 
ing inthe havoc they had created. he next 
corps was the famous Moodus Drum Corps, of 
Moodus, composed of 16 lusty weterans. They 
took their places with an aspect of stern resolu- 
tion, and when the word to go was given the 
cymbals, the drumsticks, and the flutes came 
down be agg with a bang that startled people 
in Meriden. Then the veterans got in their 
fine work. They hammered and slammed and 
banged and tooted, and the man who operated 
the biggest bass drum was seen to be making an 
effort to break the ends in. The Mattatuck 
Corps, of Waterbury, followed next under the 
guidance of a Drum-Major who was badiy 
seared, the effect being much heightened by the 
savage appearance of his towering bearskin, and 
wien they had worn themselves out thoy gave 
place to the Guilford Corps, 24 strona, which 
possessed a piccolo that squeaked shrilly above 
the din of the drums. The Sassacus Corps, of 
New-Haven, were next drawn up before the un- 
abe | villagers, and, inspired by a small but 
savage leader, the drummers went into a frenzy 
and smote their drums at the rate o 
tions per second. 

Farrell’s Advance Corps of Ansonia, com- 
posed of small boysin white uniforms and gold 
braid, fnade a heroic effort, and retired covered 
with giory and perspiration. Then the Allen 
Drum Corps, of Hartford, beautifully arrayed 
in red and black, came up to do or die; and one 
after another tbe 21 corps endeavored to outvie 
each other upon the bloody sands. All the 
afternoon the drumsticks were waving in the 
air, and the pitiful shrieks of the piccolo, the 
plaintive wail of the flute, and the hideous roar 
of the drum were making life miserable. 
When the judges came out of the inclos- 
ure where the had been impris- 
oned, they awarded the _ first prize to 
the Sassacus’s Corps, of New-Haven; the 
second to the Bassett Corps, of Birmingham ;ithe 
the third to the Allen Corps, of Hartford; the 
fourth to the Mansfield Corps, of Mansfield, and 
the fifth to the City Drum Corps, offHartford. 
Not content with the destruction they had 
already wrought, the drummers now comreted 
for various other prizes until the evening shades 
prevailed, 

Then they marched down to the railroad 
station stili thumping, banging, fluting. piccolo- 
ing, and cymbaling, followed by the entire 
village. Special trains finally carried them away, 
and the villagers fell upon their knees and 
thanked Heaven that their lives had been spared.

BUYING DELEGATES’ VOTES.

DISGRACEFUL SCENES IN A REPUBLICAN 
COUNTY CONVENTION IN OHIO. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 2.—The Republican 
County Convention, after an all-day session, ad- 
journed at 8 o’clock this evening with its work 
only half done. It is the first instance within 
the memory of the present generation of 
a county convention failing to accomplish 
its work in one day. The number of 
delegates in attendance is 487, which is 150 
more than the apportionment usually calls for. 
The increase in the number of delegates has 


made the convention unwieldy and siow in its 
deliberations, but the chief cause of the failure 
to get through its work was the multitude of 
candidates seeking nominations for the various 
Offices. The city and county are entitled to four 
State Senators and nine Representatives. For 
these 13 places there were & candidates. 
Nominating speeches were dispensed with 
and the candidates instructed to send 
up their cards to the Secretary’s 
desk. The four Senators—George W. Hardac- 
cer, Amzi McGell, F. C. Richardson, and Frank 
Kirchner—were placed in nomination, and two 
of the Representatives—Frank Bader, and Oli- 
ver Outcault. To-morrow the other seven Rep- 
resentatives will have to be nominated and all 
the county officers. There is a shamefully large 
number of the delegates for sale, and some of 
them are willing to sell their votes for each par- 
ticular office to all the candidates running 
for it, their votes being finally cast for the 
raan who buys’ them last. This situa- 
tion, which would be serious enough under 
any circumstances, ig rendered appalling to the 
candidates by the adjournment midway in the 
proceedings. New and rare chances for manip- 
ulation and purchase and sale are thus provided, 
and a candidate whose nomination was certain 
to-night may find in the morning that his 
chances are very sight. The party leaders are, 
however, urging a more hopeful! view of the 
matter. They say that honest delegates, having 
been afforded by the adjournment an oppor- 
tunity to learn more of the merits of candidates, 
will be xble to vote more intelligently and the 
result will be a better ticket. 


SIX PERSONS DROWNED. 

OsHkosH, Wis., Sept. 2.— A horrible 
drowning accident occurred at the St. Paul Rail- 
road bridge across the river here at 6 o’clock 
this morning. The draw being open, 11 persons, 
nine girls and two men, nearly al! of them eim- 
ployes in the Diamond Match Works, -attempted 
to cross the open channel ina boat. They were 
caught in the swell of a tug which had.passed 
through just previ and their boat was up- 
set. Only five of them were rescued. The names 
of the drowned are, Johanna Utache, Gusta 
Weise, Emma Lauer, Lena Maide, Louis Dichti, 
and Philip Berry. ‘beir ages ranged from 12 
to 20 years. The bodies have all been recovered. 

The giris drowned were of poor German fam- 
ilies employed in the match factory, and all bad 
their dinner pails. It has been the custom for 
the bridge tenders to row working girls across 
the width of the bridge draw, to save them 
going across the regular city bridge. Berry, 
one of the men drowned, was the night bridge 
tender, and was rowing the boat. As soon 
as the boat began rocking in the swell left 
by the passing tug the girls became tright- 
ened and stood up and clung to one 
another, which upset the boat only a tew 
feet from the end of the draw. Persons on the 
draw were able to reach twogiris and saved 
them. Aman jumped in from the bridge and 
saved two more, and one man swam to a pier of 
the bridge. Meantime the sbrieks of the girts in 
the water were piercing, while they cluny to 
Berry and puiled nim down to a watery 
grave with them. It all bappened so quickly 
that help with boats wasimpossible. The news 
spread rapidly and fully 5,000 people gathered 
at the scene. Grappling commenced, and one 
after another of the bodies was pulled out and 
laid on the bridge, surrounded by weeping and 
wailing relatives. It was charged tbat the day 
bridge tender kept the draw open on purpose to 
collect the ee for ferrying passengers 
across, and threats of lynoxing him became so 
frequent that he kept concealed. The names of 
the saved are Anna Hartwig, Tillie Utache, 
— Morris, Amelia Pauisen, and Wiliiam

The lettersare those of aman epparentiy half 
crazed. Wakeman says he stopped here on his 
return from Lonisville, hither he went when 
he first left Chicago, but found he was coing to 
be ill, and went North instead of remaining.

FATAL COLLIERY ACCIDENT 


_4 TERRIBLE FALL OF ROCK IN A 
PENNSYLVANIA SHAFT. 

THE TOP OF THE CAGE CRUSHED IN—FOUR 

MEN KILLED AND THREE OTHERS PER« 


HAPS FATALLY INJURED. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 2.—An accie 
dent, resulting in the death of four men and 
the serious and perhaps fatal injury of three 
others, occurred this morning at the Oakwood 
shaft of the Prospect Colliery, belonging to the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Company, inthe northern 
part of the city. About 7 o’clock Patrick 
Smith, John J. Martin, John Gallagher, Patrick 
McGroarty, William Harrington, Patrick Kear- 
ney, James Kearney, Patrick Purcel, James 
Peterson, and Thomas Jenkins took their places 
on the “cage” to make the descent of the shaft 
for the purpose of going to work. The shaft ig 
700 feet deep, and 10 men are let down at a time. 
When the men had almost reached the bottom 
of the shaft a loud, rumbling noise was 
heard overhead, and immediately there was 
a great crash, a shower of heavy rocks, 
some weighing as much as 300 pounds each, 
crushinginthe topof thecage and breaking 
through sills and floor, killing three of the men 


outright, and injuring the fourth so bad that he 
died shortly after being taken to the hospital. 

The names of the killed are John J. Martin, a 
miner, aged 35 years, unmarried, and living with 
his widowed mother; James Kearney, a laborer, 
aged 25, unmarried; John Peterson, miner, aged 
26, married and living at Parsons, ana Thomas 
Jenkins, laborer, 28 years, single, and residing at 
Miners’ Mills. Peterson, when dragged out, was 
still breathing, and struggled a little, but it wags 
evident that death was certain. He was, how- 
er, removed inthe ambulance to the hospital, 
where he died. He was bruised about the head 
beyond recognition. The 4-inch steam pipe had 
been broken, and he was secaided with the steam 
and water. He was a Swede, and leaves a widow, 
to whom he had been married iess than three 
months. 

Martin had a large cutinthe right side of his 
head, his hand was cut, and there were bruises 
on other parts of the body. Kearney had a gash 
in the side of his head just back of his ear, and 
his back was crushed. He had been employed 
in the colliery along time. Jenkins was hor- 
ribly mangled. His bead was split open, and his 
brains fell to the ground and had to be gathered 
up by the men. 

Those injured are Patrick Smith, bruised in 
the side, back. and head; Patrick Purcell, badiy 
cut in the back, probably fatal injuries, and 
Patrick Kearney, bruised in the hip and on the 
right lez. Whenthe news of the accident be- 
came known there was great excitement, men, 
women, and children flocking to the scene. The 
relations and friends of the dead men gave vent 
to their feelings by expres:ions of deep grief 
and sorrow. After theaccidenta force of mer 
wus putto Work clearing away the shattered 
wreck of the carriage, which had been drawn to 
the top. Many of the iron bars and castings be- 
longing to it were shattered and one of the sills, 
a stick of oak timber about 8 by 12 inches in 
size, was broken, as was also an iron rail of the 
track laid upon the cage for the accommoda- 
tion of the cars when run on itto be raised or 
lowered from or into the mine. A piece of the 
rock lay uponthe ground near by which had 
been drawn up on the cage. This piece weighed 
upward of 200 pounds. Several pieces of stone 
must have fatlen, andthe fall must have been 
100 feet or more. 

One of the exposed men on the shaft relates 
the following story: ‘“*Going down the shaft £ 
was standing almost precisely upon the place 
where tbe hole was broken through the floor of 
the cage by the piece of rock, but when I heard 
the noise of the rock coming down against the 
side ot the shaft above, and the smaller pieces 
striking the roof, I. somehow stepped to the 
centre of and under the crossbeam, which sup- 
ports the roof. Others were running back and 
forth to find a place of safety, as all knew what 
the sound meant. The position saved me, as 
pieces of the rock struck the roof and crdshed 
down through on either side. My lamp was put 
out, and as the carriage struck { made a 
step and fell into the hole tbat had 
been broken in the floor, one of the 
smaller pieces of stone hitting my hip. 
1 got out of the place and half fell off into the 
gangway. My presence of mind had not de- 
serted me, and my ftirst thought was for my 
brother Jim. I called to him, but there came na 
answer. Then we searched the wreck and found 
the bodies of the others. all mangled and bleed- 
ing, and finally Jim, his feet on the edge of the 
carriage and his body and head lying over the 
edge and in the water, dead.” 

For the past three months a gang of men hag 
been employed timbering the shaft at places 
where it was thought necessary, and in trim- 
ming from it any fragments of stone that might 
have become disintegrated by air or water. Many 
of the miners think that the company hag 
neglected to take the necessary precautions in 
regard to this danger, and censure it accordingly.

NAVY YARD PATRONAGE.

DEMOCRATS CHARGING NAVAL EXAMINERS 
WITH PARTIALITY, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The Democrats of 
Virginia and Maryland are very much disap- 
pointed by the results of the recent examina- 
tions for foremen of the navy yards at Norfolk 
and Washington. So far only two out of sixteen 
foremen who have been recommended by thea 
Washington Naval Examining Board for ap« 
pointment are Democrats. These places pay 
from $3 50 to $5 per day, and as the foremen 
havea great deal to say about who shall be 
appointed to the mechanical positions under 
them, the places are sought by politicians 
for their friends with great energy. ‘Tho Re- 
ublicans who are reported by the Naval Board 
or retention are, without exception, men who 
have long been employed in the yard. A paper 
has been prepared fortine eye of Mr. Whitney 
when he returns, in which it ischarged that the 
naval officers appointed by him to make the 
examination were men who have long been 
connected with the navy yards and consequently 
were acquainted with the employes who hava 
been successful in passing the examination. It 
is claimed that this personal knowledge of thd 
candidates was detrimental to the chances of thd 
new Democratic applicants. It is claimed alsa 
that some of the successtul men were coached 
Yor the examination. The Norfolk yard is also a 
sore subject for the Virginia and Maryland 
Democrats who have long envied the Repub< 
licans’ possession of the 500 places usually filled 
there. In that yard so far vert few changes 
have been made, and four out of five of the men 
employed are those who have for years filled the 
places. The naval officers will not Fr rekcangg 
men who work acceptably just to please the 
politicians, and Secretary Whitney is to be ap~ 
pealed to to change the officers detailed at the 
yard. 





THE SMALLPOX 1N MONTREAL. 
MonTREAL, Sept. 2%.—There were 13 
deaths from smallpox yesterday and 30 new 
cases reported, of which 8 were authenticated. 
The Lieutenant-Governor to-day informed tha 
healtn authorities that he would issue a procla- 
mation to-morrow appointing a provincial 
Board of Health, whose authority shail be su-« 
preme throughout the province. It is believed 
the first action of the new board will be to ap< 
point health officers and build hospitals tor con- 
tagious diseases in St. Jean Baptiste village and 
in every other municipality where smallpox ex- 
ists. The lawin reference to compulsory vuc- 
cination, which has remained a dead letter, will 

doubtless be enforced ail over the Province.

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KILLED ON THE RACETRACK 


JOCKEY MORAN HAS HIS NECK 
BROKEN BY A FALL. 

THE RESULT OF AN OVERCROWDED TRACK 
AT BRIGHTON BEACH—ANOTHER JOCKEY 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

The weather at Brighton Beach yester- 
day was bracing and invigorating, and there was 
more than an average attendance upon the races. 
The track was in good condition. A sad acci- 
dent occurred in the second race, by 
which Moran, one of the most promis- 
ing of young jockeys, was instantly 
killed, and two other jockeys, Garrison and 
Lane, narrowly escaped the same fate. Thirty- 
one horses started, although 22 owners had ap- 
piied to have their entries withdrawn, consider- 
ing the number too great on this track to give 
their animals a reasonable chance to win. Some 
of the owners also feared just such an accident 
as occurred from overcrowding the track. 

Caldwell got the horses off in bunches, and, of 
course, they raised an immense cloud of dust, 
owing to which those out of the front rank 
could not see where they were riding. At the 
half-mile post Moran, who was riding W. C. 
Daly’s Miss Daly, was, as well as could be made 
out through the dust, in third place on the out- 
side, with Joe Howell a little in front, closely 
followed by Garrison on Blizzard. Lane 
on Bonnie Lee was suddenly pitched high 
into the air. A moment later the two other 
jockeys were thrown. Moran’s neck was broken, 
and death was instantaneous. He was a protégé 
of W. C. Daly, and was looked upon asa most 
promising jockey, haviug ridden some very fine 
races. On a recent occasion he came near beat- 
ing bis mentor, James McLaughlin, making 
a dead heat on King Fan,and McLaughlin, 
who rode Miss Brewster, only won by a 
neck in the run off. When the_ fact of 
Moran’s death became known many ladies in the 
grand stand were affected to tears. Moran’s 
body, by permission of the Coroner, was taken 
to the temporary home of his mother at Sheeps- 
head Bay. Moran was the only support of his 
mother, who is-a widow, and it is said she is left 
entirely destitute. Garrison and Lane, who were 
thrown at the same time with Moran, are getting 
along all right. 

In the third race another accident occurred, 
which may prove fatal. Rivers, who was riding 
Wonderment, and Williams, on Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey, were thrown as they entered the home 
stretch, and Rivers was carried home at night 
still unconscious. Williams escaped with a few 
bruises. After this every one scemed to lose 
heart and take no more interest in the day’s pro- 
ceedings.

cries of ** Not fair!” and “* Shame!” were hurled 
across to the judges’ stand. 

he horses spun around the turn at a gait that 
promised a fast mile, but just beyond ig ged 
pole Grey Eagle broke and fost ground. He was 
pulled down to his pace, however, and tor the 
remainder of the half mile gave Lady Barefoota 
hard race. On the second time around Grey 
Eagle broke again, but was pulled down in a 
trice.

SMALLPOX IN A DANGEROUS PLACE, 

Samuel Neuman, 9 years old, was found 
yesterday at No. 127 Pitt-street sick of smalipox, 
whick he caught in Hamburg or on the steam- 
ship Frisia before Aug. 24, when he landed in 
this country. The place is squalid and dirty, 
and because of the circumstances which favor 
the spread of the disease Dr. James B. Taylor, 
of the Health Department, says such a danger- 
ous case has not been discovered during the past 
five years. The boy’s father is a tailor, who 
works for a clothier and makes up materials 
at home. The house has many visitors, and 
there is a school for very small Hebrew children 
nextto the Neuman apartment. Young Neu- 
man was sent to the Riverside Hospital with his 
mother, and the sanitary officers carried away 
bedding, bargage, and unmade apparel found in 
the rooms, which will not be given up before 
they have been properly disinfected. The Neu- 
man apartment and the schoolroom were thor- 
ougnly fumigated, and the process will be re- 
peated to-day. Every person who has been ex- 
posed to the disease and who could be found 
was vaccinated.

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MRS. CURRY DEAD. 

Mrs. Ann Curry, from whose abdomen 
Dr. Thomas H. Allen extracted an enormous 
cancer on Tuesday afternoon, died at 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning at the Charity Hospitai after 
having survived the operation for 12 hours. 
Death resulted directly from shock. There was 
a very small loss of blood, and peritonitis had 
not setin. The woman was simply too far gone 
to have any recuperative powers. For these 
reasons Dr. Allen thinks that if the 
operation had been erformed in an 
earlier stage of the disease when Mrs. 
Curry’s general health was better her re- 
covery would haye been possible. A short time 
after the operation the woman regained con- 
sciousness, and was in full possession of all her 
faculties until she died. She suffered no pain, 
and expressed herself as fully satisfied with the 
results of the operation. 

Upon more minute examination Dr. Allen 
found that the mass of matter that he had taken 
from Mrs, Curry contained a large tumor in ad- 
dition to the cancer which was at first discov- 
ered. The entire mass weighed 17 ounce»

THE ENGLISHMEN HIT HARD 


THEY SCORE 244 IN THEIR SECOND 
INNING. 

THE STATEN ISLANDERS RUN UP 72 WITH 
THREE WICKETS DOWN—-THE MATCH 
NOT FINISHED AND A DRAW. 

The 10 and 11 o’clock boats of the Staten 
Isiand Ferry carried quite a number of pas- 
sengers yesterday who were evidently going to 
see the finish of the cricket match between the 
English amatuer team and the Staten Island 
twelve, The talk was all cricket. On the 
ground before the game started, old cricketers 
were to be seen everywhere, including Norley, 
the St. George’s oid professional; Brewster, the 
Newark’s professional, and Ralph Jefferson. 
The attendance was fully as large as on Tuesday, 
but there was a marked differenve in the crowd. 
On the previous day it was largely made up of 
ladies, but yesterday the rank and file in the 
cricketing world put in an appearance, and 
showed a littie more discrimination in their 
judgment of the play. 

When the stumps were drawn on Wednesday 
evening the Staten Island Club had made 62 
against the Englishmen’s 91 and 24 for one 
wicket inthe second inning. This gave them a 
lead of 53 runs. The two not outs, A. J. Thorn- 
ton and J. A. Turner, yesterday promptly went 
to the wickets at 11 o’clock and soon showed 
that the dry air had made a difference in the 


play of the wicket. After first playing care- 
fully for a few overs, they began to hit and kept 
the Staten Islanders hunting leather for over 
an bour before they were parted. Turner was 
the first to go, but not until he had made 52, the 
highest score in the match. He played a mag- 
nificent inning, only giving a chance after he 
had made 50, ana that was such a hot one that 
even Lambkin missed it off his own bowling. 
He hit one five and two fours in this score. 

Roller came in next and immediately com- 
menced operations by cutting Lambkin for two, 
The bowling was too good for fast run getting, 
however, and when he hit his wicket in_plaving 
back to one of the same bowlers upward of half 
an hour had been consumed in the compilation 
of his 14 runs. The Surrey crack was evidently 
not himself, but while he was at the wickets he 
showed what he can do when he is all right. 
The Rev. R. T. Thornton next came to the assist- 
ance of his brother, but departed after making 
1, Allworth giving him out, “caught at the 
wicket,’’a questionable decision. Boiitho fol- 
lowed and was clean bowled by Butler for 
nothing. Cobb followed and he and A. J. Thorn- 
town played until 1:30 P. M., lunch time. 

The game was resumed at 2:20, and both 
batsmen put more vigorinto their hitting. At 
last Lambkin found his way into Thornton’s 
wicket, and he retired after playing one of the 
most patient and steady innings of the game. 
Cobb was now joined by Newton, and the pair 
hit merrily, bringing the score up rapidly. The 
islanders hunted leather to their heart’s con- 
tent, but still they fielded up well. After put- 
ting on 93 runs, Newton, who had scored much 
the faster of the two, placed a kicking ball of 
Pool’s into Butler's hands at third man and re- 
tired. Saunders had only just come in, when 
Cobb, not to be outdone, followed his partner, 
Newton, clean bowled by Pool. Bruen came in. 
made two slogs, and retired. Horner was 
clean bowled the next ball, and, after Whitby 
haa made two boundary hits for 4 each, 
Saunders, who had batted freely for 15, was 
well caught by Hill at mid-on off Pim’s bowling.

MANY INDICATIONS OF A BITTER 
WAR SOUTH. 

CUTTING ON BOTH FREIGHT AND PASSENGER 
BUSINESS—SOME OF .THE CAUSES FOR 
THE TROUBLE. 

ATLANTA, Sept. 2.—During the past few 
days rumors have been in constant circulation 
to the effect that the railroads were quietly pre- 
paring for a bitter war of rates, which will cause 
a crash both in freight and passenger business, 
Exactly when the trouble will commence no 
one seems to know, further than that there is a 
general cutting of rates all along the lire, to 
be kept up until after the Winter's trade 
and travelare over. The merchants of Atlanta 
are now throwing all of their patronage into the 
hands of the Louisville and Nashville system 
and the Richmond and Danville system, the lat- 
ter controlling the Georgia Pacific Railway. 
The Louisville and Nashville system gets the 
Western business, the Richmond and Danville 
Road the Eastern patronage, and the Georgia 
Pacific the Southeastern trade. These lines were 
selected by the shippers of Atlanta with a view 
of showing to the railroads that their interests 
must not be ignored when they asked for a 
restoration of rebilling privileges. 

It is probable that the competitive lines of 
these favored systems may have come to the 
conclusion that they will make a fight and break 


up the monopoly that these lines now have of 
Atlanta business. It is known that the Eastern 
markets are now flooded with goods to be 
shipped South to supply the Fall and Winter 
trade, and that all competitive lines are looking 
tor a division of these shipments. The 
freight men say that, while the war in 
freight rates may occur at any time, they are of 
the opinion that treight rates are maintained 
much more closely than passenger. They think 
also that there is less likelihood of rate cutting on 
freight than on passenger business. They seem 
to have great confidence in the power of the as- 
sociation to hold the roads together, but at the 
same time they show uneasiness when discussing 
the subject, as all of them know how easy it is 
to bring about a rupture. 

The passenger men are as much in the dark as 
the freight men. They claim that there is at 
present no cause fora war of rates in their de- 
partment. A short time ago, when merchants 
ot the South were heading for Eastern markets, 
the railroads did cutting of rates to secure 
business. This is now all over, and busi- 
ness has settled back where it formerly 
stood. They ddmit that there is now a 
slight cutting of rates to distant points. 
They see no chance for an increase of travel un- 
til the Winter sets in and Florida travel opens 
up. This business will not commence for three 
months. By the time the Florida travel and the 
travel to expositions begins they think the pas- 
senger rates will be put on a substantial basis 
und cutting will not cccur to any alarming ex- 
tent. The representatives of lines here, both in 
the freight and passenger business, are taking 
things easy,and wil! continue to do so until 
something turns up. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. %.—How soon the 
trouble will break out among the roads cen- 
tring here and which line will be the first to 
throw down the gauntlet by offering reduced 
rates is of course not yet known, As regurds 
the Texas and California Southern routes, the 
recent Texas traffic agreement virtually settled 
all their differences, and of course they will not 
be drawn intoa fight if they can possibly avoid it. 
There has for some time past been great dissatis- 
faction and disagreement among the roads north 
and east in regard to passenger business. Some 
time since this dissatisfaction culminated in the 
East Tennessee JRoad cutting rates to Eastern 
cities. Fora few days opposition lines paid but 
little attention to the reduction. Efforts were 
made to compel the Tennessee Road to restore 
rates, and for a time those proved successful, 
owing to the failure of the Tennessee Road to 
give their opponents 15 days’ notice of a reduc- 
tion in accordance with the terms of agree- 
ment entered into between all the lines. 

At the expiration of the 15 days, however, the 
Tennessee Road again reduced rates, and a few 
days afterward competing roads met the rate, 
which remained in vogue for a week or more, 
when the original rates were restored, At that 
time a general war was imminent, but matters 
were adjusted. The agreement was only a tem- 
porary one, however. Now there is more 
trouble brewing among the several roads, and 
it would not be at all surprising if the battle 

hould begin before 15 days have elapsed, 


THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 
MOST OF THE CONTRACTORS AGREE TO AS- 
SIGN THEIR CONTRACTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—The American 
Construction Company, which has the contract 
for the construction of the South Pennsylvania 
Railroad, has induced all its contractors, with 
two or three exceptions, to agree to assign their 
contracts to some person to be hereafter named 
by the construction company. One of the 
members of the syndicate who is_ op- 
posed to the sale of the road said to- 
day: “This subterfuge of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company in making the Bedford and 
Bridgeport Railroad the nominal purchaser of 
the South Pennsylvania Railroad is all humbug. 
The road isn’t 50 miles long and hasn't paid the 
interest on its bonds for 10 years, and now it is 
proposed that this bankrupt corporation shall 
guarantee us 8 per cent. on all we have invested 
in ourroad, Idon’t think any such arrange- 
ment is legal, and us the Bedford and Bridge- 
— Road is now a party to the suit in equity, 

guess the Pennsylvania Company will have to 
hunt up some new scheme to beat us.”’ 

The Sheriff of Dauphin County, in which At- 

torney-General Cassidy filed his bill of equity 
asking an injunction against the transfer ot the 
South Pennsylvania Railroad to the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company, was in this city to-day, 
and served a summons on Drexel & Co., parties 
to the suit, to appear when wanted. The service 
was promptly accepted. Ex-Senator Joseph M. 
Gazzam, a Director of the Beech Creek Rail- 
road, arrived in town quite unexpectedly from 
Clifton Springs, N, Y., to-day. In regard to 
the Beech Creek affairs he said: ‘I don’t know 
of any very great change in the affairs of our 
road in the last month. Weareno more ready to 
give up now than we were when the sale was 
first talked of. I understand that the plan now 
| pie agate by the Pennsylvania Company 1s to 
lave our bonds guaranteed by the Northern 
Central Railroad, which is to be the putative 
purchaser of the Beech Creek, Of course, the 
guarantee of that road would be good, but they 
don’t want to guarantee us enough. Ii am not 
aware that the actual transfer has taken place. 
The certificates of stock have never been issued, 
and stockholders hold Treasurer's receipts for 
the money put into the road, and it may 
be that the Vanderbilt party have turned 
these over to the Pennsylvania Company, 
but I am =not aware that it has 
yet been done. Mr. Vanderbilt bas not yet 
gained control of the West Shore Road. It is 
noticeable that in Drexel, Morgan & Co.’s circu- 
lar they reserved the right to return the 
bonds if the deal could not be made, It is not 
probable that Drexel, Morgan & Co. will hand 
over the control of the road to Vanderbilt until 
all disputed points are settled, although the 
Pennsylvania Company could not prevent them 
from doing so at any time, The outcomeof Mr. 
Cassidy's suit is awaited with great interest." 


ASKED TO BUILD A NEW ROAD. 
JAY GOULD’S REPLY TO A REQUEST FROM 
KANSAS CITY. 

Some of the citizens of Kansas City are 
anxious to have a connecting line of the Mis- 
sourit Pacific Railroad built from that city to 
Paola, Kan., a distance of 48 miles. Some time 
ago a committee representing a meeting of in- 
fluential citizens came to New-York and com- 
municated with Jay Gould on the subject, The 
committee’comprised H. M. Holden, F. L. Un- 
derwood, T. B, Bullene, and Morrison Munford. 
They submitted to Mr. Gould a proposition in 
writing, asking him to extend his Missouri Pa- 
cific line from Kansas City to Paala, and to treat 
Kansas City as the virtual eastern terminus of 
that portion of the Gould system. The Kansas 
City Journal now prints for the first time the 
correspondence that passed between the com- 
mittee and Mr. Gould in the middle of last June. 
Mr. Gould said. in a letter dated June 16: 

“The present is not an opportunetime for the build- 
ing of railroads. Very tew of the miles already built 
and operated in the United States are yleiding any re- 
turn whatever to their owners. he Missouri Pacitio 
Company has felt the business depression very keenly, 
and the end is not yet visible. Some additions have 
been made to its mileage during the past year, but only 
such as seemed essential to the protection of the in- 
vestment already made and in localities where the peo- 
ple to be benetited have been willing to assume a por- 
tion of the burden of construction by donations or 
otherwise. Many more additions should be made, and 
nor wee ta ne A but the management feel that 
ordina u nee r ulres 
wait until a more favorable nemoa”” ose Sher wil 

Mr. Gould, however, assured the committee in 
the same letter that if the Recole of Kansas City 
were really in earnest the Missouri Pacific Com- 
pany might be able to do something. He closed 
with the following suggestion: * In making our 
extensions in Kansas the people are aiding us to 
the extent of about $4,000 per mile, and I would 
suggest that, if your people should make an 
approximate offer, it would be most likely to 
secure the result you desire.”

MONTREAL, Sept. 2.—It is stated in polit- 
ical circles to-day that, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company having paid off the loan re- 
ceived from the Government last session, it ig 
now disinclined to buy the North Shore Rall- 
way, belioving that it will not pa 
on the contrary result in fe oss of “5500.08 
yearly. The overnment belioved that it 
had an arrangement with the Canadian Pa- 
cific Company whereby,f in return for the 
support of thé Quebec members to the loan 
scheme, and canceling of this mortgage, the 
Oanadian Pacific would buy the North Shore 





and make Quebec a Summer _ terminus of the 
line. Unless, therefore, the Canadian Pacific 
buy the road, vhe Government wi'l bein bad 
odor with the Quebec members, whe will be in- 
clined to rebel. The Canadian Pacific, it is be- 
heved, will hold out for asubsidy in considera- 
tion of taking the unprofitable line. 


MR. PULLMAN SEEKING CONTROL. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—The offer of 
George M. Puliman, President of the Pullman 
Car Company, to give the stockholders of the 
Central Transportation Company one share of 
stock in his company for four shares of their 
holdings was rejected by the Central Trans- 
portation Company. Mr. Pullman then 
proposed to return th. ‘latter company 
their 119 cars and_ cancel the contract. 
To this the Central Transportation Company 
also objected, and now it is proposed to distribute 
among the shareholders of that corporation the 
cash surplus of $660,000. Tue Pullman people 
only hold about 7,000 shares in the Central Trans- 
| Seger Company, and they will probably 
e opposee to any such division of surplus 
when the question comes up at the meeting 
to be heid Sept. 15. President Pullman 
has heretofore expressed himseif as being 
undesirous of gaining control of the Central 
Transportation Company, and said that he only 
wanted to effect an equitable arrangement be- 
tween the two companies whereby the business 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad might be con- 
tinued. Of late it appears that Mr. Pullman is 
very anxious to get control of the Central 
Transportation Company, and has had agents at 
— buying the stock wherever it was obtaina- 
le. 

A few days ago an agent of the Pullman Com- 
pany appeared at Carlisle and made an active 
canvass among the siiareholders there for stock, 
offering $30 per share. The holders of 1,540 
Shares of stock got together in Harrisburg, and 
the same agent there repeated the offer that he 
had made to shareholders in t e Cumberland 
Valley. ‘The stock was not sold, and it is 
understood that the anti-Pullman people 
have agreed to stand by each other to 
prevent Pullman from getting control of their 
company and to agree to the distribution of the 
surplus. The Pullman party claim to have 
made large purchases of stock lately, but their 
opponents say these reports are false and are 
circulated to cause a stumpede and lower the 
value of the stock. The anti-Pullman party are 
using every effort to keep control of a majority 
of the stock, and thus control the actions of the 
coming meeting. 
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THE WABASH REORGANIZATION. 

A circular has been issued by James F. 
Joy, O. D. Ashley, T. H. Hubbard, and Edgar T. 
Welles, who comprise the Purchasing Committee 
of the Wabash security holders, giving the out- 
lines of theagreement for carrying into effect the 
plan of reorganization. Bondholders upon sign- 
ing the agreement will be required to deposit 
their bonds with the committee, and will receive 
in exchange therefor temporary receipts issued 
by the Mercantile Trust Company. These re- 
ceipts will be exchanged for engraved certifi- 
cates as soon as these can be prepared. Holders 
of such certificates will be entitled to the new 
bonds in accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment. Meanwhiie application will be made to 
the Stock Exchange to place the certificates 
upon the regular bond list.

Oct. 2. Officers of the company say that atter 
paying this dividend there will still be left in the 
treasury of the company a surplus of $80,000. 

Gen. Spencer, ex-Treasurer of the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad, and his col- 
leagues, who have been projecting a new rail- 
road into Passaic City, N. J., in opposition to 
the Erie, in which they have been hindered by 
injunctions obtained by the latter, have bought 
the Vreeland Farm, about 74 acres, in Passaic, 
which will enable them to build their own spur 
without delay and to hinder the Erie people in- 
definitely. 

The Chautauqua Lake Railway Company was 
organized at Jamestown, N. Y., on Aug. 27, to 
construct a standard gauge railroad along the 
shore of the Inke from Jamestown to Mayville. 
At the meeting of the Directors the following 
officers were elected: President—Col. A. A. Pope, 
Boston, Mass.; Vice-President—R. N. Marvin, 
Jamestown, N. Y.; Secretary and Treasurer— 
Eugene F. Fay, Boston, Mass. The contract for 
the construction and equipment of the road was 
given to Thomas B. Inness & Co., of this city. 
Grading will be commenced about Sept. 15. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 2,—The gross earn- 
ings of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road for July, 1885, were $1,181,783; expenses, 
$646,711; net earnings, $535,072, being a decrease 
of $119,854 in gross earnings, a decrease of 
$171,154 in expenses, and an increase of $51,299 in 
net earnings over July, 1884.

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THE NORTHWESTERN CROPS. 


CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE CAUSED BY RECENT 
FROSTS. 

St. PAu, Minn., Sept. 2.—Reports from 
various sections of the Northwest show that tne 
frost of Monday night was general and severe. 
Garden stuff was greatly damaged, corn was 
alsoinjured, and in the north the crop is thought 
to be practically ruined. The lateness of the 
season, however, saved the wheat, except in 
the north, where it was sown late. How 
much this has suffered it is impossible to 


tell. In Minnesota the harvest is nearly over, 
and it will be completely finished by the endof 
this week. In Dakota, with very favorable 
weather, it may be completed in 10 days, but in 
all probability will take two weeks. Farmers 
are stacking wheat more generally than they 
have hitherto done and are not doing so much 
thrashing from shock. The results, therefore, 
will not be so qnickly known as usual. Enough 
has been done, however, to demonstrate be- 
yond a doubt that the quality of the 
wheat will be far inferior to that of 
last year. It is believed by some that there will 
not be over one-half the amount of No, 1 hard 
that there was last year, and there will not be 
within 70 per cent. as much wheat that will 
grade as good milling wheat. Of course a large 
portion of it will show the effects of blight, but 
there will be a very large proportion of it which 
will be shriveled and shrunken from the effects 
of the hot sun, which caused it to mature too 
quickly. This wheat weighs three or four 
pounds less than it would had it not been for 
the unfavorab!e weather. 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis are increas- 
ing, the aggregate during the past week being 
875,510 bushels. Shipments were 96,320 bushels, 
Country shippers inform the local commission 
men that they can have ali the wheat they want, 
but they are being advised to hold it, as there is 
now more coming in than can be sold. 

The receipts of wheat at Minneapolis for the 
year ending Sept. 1 demonstrate that it is the 
largest primary wheat market in the United 
States. The total receipts were 32,112,840 bush- 
els, and shipments 5,584,320 bushels. Flour ship- 
ments during the year were 5,298,041 barrels. 
New-York is now the only city in the United 
States that receives more wheat than Minneap- 
olis. The combined receipts of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul are greater than those of New-York.

CAPSIZED WHILE FISHING. 

George H. Mellish, a stenographer at 
Police Headquarters, is taking a short vacation 
at Ocean Beach, New-Jersey. Yesterday morn- 
ing he engaged Mr. Polland to take him out 
bluefishing. The two went out from Shark 
River, and sailed northerly until nearly oppo- 
site Asbury Park, when they took an easterly 
course and began trolling for bluefish. When 
about two miles east of Asbury Park Mr, Pol- 
land undertook to change the course of the boat, 
and in an instant the vessel was capsized. Mr. 
Mellish clung to the gunwale for dear life, while 
Mr. Polland remained at the stern. In 
this perilous condition they remained 
about half an hour when the fishing 
smack Eastern Star, of Greenpoint, with a 
load of  bluefish, bound for Fulton 
Market, hove in sight, and at once sent two men 
ina lifeboat to the wrecked party. The mast 
was cut away and the boat was righted and 
bailed out. The wreck had been seen by the men 
of the life-saving station at Key East, and six of 
apg number put out to the wreck and towed 
it in.

The body of John Ennis, the fireman 
who was killed while on duty at the chair fac- 
tory fire in East Sixty-first-street early on Sun- 
day morning, was taken to the Catholic Church 
ot St. John the Evangelist, at First-avenue and 
Fifty-fifth-street, yesterday morning. Father 
James Flood, Pastor of the church, held a 
high requiem mass from 9 o'clock in_ the 
morning until 1 in the afternoon, Dur- 
ing these four hours over 3,000 persons, 
many of them chiidren, passed in front of the 
casket containing the body. Among them were 
Chief Shay, Chiet Fisher, Acting Chief Sattler 
Capts. Barry and Duane, Alderman Kerwin, 
representatives of the Volunteer Firemen’s As- 
sociation under command of President John 
Decker, and a detail of 25 men from the Fire De- 
partment under command of Foreman 
O’Rourke. The six pall bearers were firemen, 
At 1 o’olock the pall bearers placed the casket in 
a hearse, and it was escorted to the Thirty- 
fourth-Street Ferry, and from there to Calvary 
Cemetery, where the burial took place.

ASKING FOR PROTECTION 
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IMPORTERS BEFORE THE QUARAN: 
TINE COMMISSIONERS. 

FACTS PRESENTED TO SHOW THAT THR 
CHARGES FOR DISINFECTING RAGS At? 
THIS PORT ARE EXORBITANT. 

A session of the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners was held yesterday for the purpose of 
hearing gnevances of rag importers ana mer- 
chants in respect to disinfecting and lighterage 
charges. Commissioner Thomas C. Platt pre- 
sided, and Commissioners Nichols and Judd sat 
by his side. Between 30 and 40 merchants and 
lawyers were present. Among them were Mr. 
Cerqua, of De Castro & Co., and B. F. Einstein, 
their counsel; Mr. Michaelis, of EK. Hatton & Co.; 
Augustine Smith, both members of the firm of 
Lockwood & McClintock, Mr. Baker, of H. J. 
Braker & Co.; Henry Rubens, Mr. Heymann, and 
Mr. Smith, of Train, Smith & Co., of Boston. E. 
B. Bartlett, of Brooklyn, who now controls the 
process of disinfecting rags by superheated 
steam, appeared as the defender of his personal 
interests and cross-examiner of the merchants. 

Counsel for Lockwood & McClintock reviewed 
the experiences of that firm with the disinfect- 
ing company, and recited facts which have ap- 
peared in Tue Times from time totime. He 
exhibited a bill showing that his clients nad 
been charged between $9 and $10 aton for dis- 
infecting, lightering, and storing rags. It was 
stated thut Lockwood & McClintock not only 
considered the disinfecting charges exorbitant, 
but they also regarded the steam process as in- 
jurious to the goods. They have begun a suit 
and will test in the courts their right to resist 
compulsory disinfection. 

Mr. Michaelis produced a large bundle of docu- 
ments which he asked the Commissioners to ex- 
amine. They would show, he said, that he was 
compelled to pay out 25 percent. of the value 
of his rags to have them disintected in this pert. 
Such an exorbitant charge was about equiva- 
lent to driving merchants out of the rag busi- 
ness. He had been intormed by one of the offi- 
cers of the Paper Stock Disintecting Company 
that the disinfecting charges would bave : een 
made lower bad not some of the principal stock- 
holders objected. 

Mr. Bartlett noticed that Mr. Michaelis was 
looking at him and he exclaimed, * 1 will sell 
you my lease of the disintecting patents and you 
can run the thing yourself.” 

“No, thank you,” responded Mr. Michaelis, 
deprecatingly, ** ldon’t care to embark in any 
such business. I have a heart and a soul to 
save.” 

* How muchare your patents worth, Mr. Bart- 
lett +” inquired Lawyer Einstein. 

** Weill, jet the merchants get together and 
make an offer,” answered Mr. Bartlett. ‘*I will 
sell at a reasonable figure.” 

* How much is money worth in Brooklyn?" 
put in Mr. Michaelis briskly. 

“T don’t know,” said Mr. Bartlett. 

“Oh, [thought from the way you charged us 
importers that money must be worth from 50 to 
75 per cent. over where you were,” remarked 
Mr. Michaelis, and the merchants unanimously 
smiled. 

Mr. McClintock said the charges for disinfect- 
ing rags ought not toexceed $1 a ton. He un- 
derstood that Mr. Bartlett paid that much roy- 
alty to the disinfecting company. 

Henry Rubens, of Rubens Brothers, said the 
port of Marseilles, in France, had the reputation 
of being the most expensive port in Europe in 
the matter of exportand import charges. The 
quarantine regulations there were very rigid 
and rags were disintected there. The entire cost 
ot disinfecting and handling the rags at Mar- 
seilles, however, was only $2 10 aton. Mr. Ku- 
bens could not find language strong enough to 
denounce the charge of $5 a ton for disinfecting 
rags inthis port. He said it was an extortion. 

Mr. Michaelis interposed that there was no 
country in Europe where rags from perfectly 
healthy ports were required to be disinfected at 
the port oi entry. ‘‘ Why,’ said he, indignantly, 
““where is the consistency of the Health Officer 
giving a vessel coming into this port a c.ean bill 
of health and then turning around and com- 
pelling the owners of the cargo of that vessel to 
have it disinfected at a great expense? If he has 
any reasonable ground for suspecting that there 
is contagion in the cargo he has no lawful right 
to allow the vessel to puss Quarantine. 

In reply to questions by Mr, Einstein Mr. 
Bartlett said he had taken a lease of the patents 
of the Paper Stock Disinfecting Company for 
two years from August. He bad been disinfect- 
ing rags for just one month, and he declared 
that the actual costto him of so doing was 
$4 82aton. Mr. Bartlett said he was willing to 
show his books to the Commissioners, but he de- 
clined to answer Mr. Einstcin’s questions as to 
how he calculated the cost of disinfecting and 
how much he paid for his plant. Mr. Einstein 
remarked that he had not expected to get an- 
swers to his questions, and he did not expect ta 
get at the bottom of the disinfecting businesg 
until the matter was tuken into the courts, 
where books and papers could be demanded and 
witnesses compelled to answer questions, 

Mr. Judd asked Mr, Bartlett if he would be 
willing that another disinfecting company, 
using the sulphur process, should come into the 
field and undertake to disinfect rags at the rate 
of $2aton, Mr, Bartlett replied that he would 
wish such uw com pany godspeed, 

“But Lunderstand that you have taken steps 
to enjoin the new company,” interrupted Com- 
missioner Judd, 

“T don’t know anything about it,” said Mr. 
Bartlett. 

** Are you willing to state here in the presence 
of these gentlemen and the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners that you will not interfere with the new 
company ?”’ asked Mr. Judd. 

“| will not interfere with them unlessthey are 
thieves, and try to steal my patents,” was the 
reply. 

“Do you claim that the new process of disin- 
fecting rags by sulphurous fumes infringes on 
your patents?” inquired Commissioner Platt. 

‘Well, 1 don’t know,” said Mr. Bartlett hesi- 
tatingiy. ‘‘That 1s a matter to be determined 
hereafter.” 

** What are your patents ?” asked Mr. Judd. 

“LT don’t know; I have not read them,” an- 
swered Mr. Bartlett. 

* But you ought to read them, and see if they 
give you the right to mulct me 25 per cent. 
of the value of my goods,” exclaimed Mr, 
Michaelis. 

Commissioner Judd said he had been informed 
that Mr. Bartlett included in his charges against 
rags which he disinfected $1 20a ton for lighter- 
age. Mr. McClintock said that was true. Mr. 
Judd exhibited a bill of the New-Jersey Light- 
erage Company, in which only 60 cents a ton 
was charged for handling rags, against which a 
charge of $1 20 a ton had been made before 
the rags were surrendered. Mr. Bartlett ex- 
Plained that the extra 60 cents was allowed by 
the Collector of Customs. 

** Does the Collector compel you ‘to take that 
extra 60 cents out of the importers ?’’ asked 
Commissioner Judd. 

“Well, ne allows it,” said Mr. Bartlett. 

The Commissioners took the papers submitted 
to them and reserved their decision.

“© ANSELMA.” 

HENRY FE. DIXEY TO GO ON THE ROAD-—- 

DALY’S THEATRE TO OPEN MONDAY 
NIGHT—MISCELLANEOUS NOTES, 

The postponement of the hearing in the 

case between Agnes Ethel and the managers of 
Mme. Janish throws over the opening of “ An- 
selma” at the Madison-Square Theatre until 
¥riday night, when it is announced by the man- 
agement that this much postponed production 
will occur. It isnot doubted by ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer and Mr. Dichl, who are associated in this 
case as the counse! of Mme. Janish’s managers, 
that the case will goin their favor. At thesame 
time, whether it does or does not. Mme. Janish 
herself declares that if she morally con- 
vinced upon hearing the argument that 
Miss Ethel really has any rights in 
matter she will decline to go on playing with- 
out securing that lady’s consent and paying her 
such royalties as may be required. She has, in- 
deed, [ believe, written to Miss Ethel to this 
effect. Miss Claxton’s arrangement with the 
owner of ** Agnes,” which is a prior adaptation 
of ** Andrea,” the piece frcem which ‘**‘ Anselma”’ 
is made, appears to be purely provisional. She 
has agreed to pay Miss Ethe! $5,000 tor the use of 
*“* Agnes” ** if the play issatisfactory.” In other 
words, if it should tail upon representation Miss 
Claxton will not be bound to go any further in 
the matter, while, should it prove successful, 
she will of course be very glad to pay Miss Ethel 
the sum indicated. There have been rumors 
about the street to the effect that Miss Clax- 
ton did not intend to nlay the_ piece 
herself in any case, and that she had made 
an arrangement with Mr. Mackaye under 
which Miss Maddern could have the sole rights, I 
was toid yesterday, however, by Mr. Thomas A, 
Hall, who is Miss Claxton’s manager, that no 
such arrangement had been made or was con- 
templated. He went further, and said Mr, 
Mackaye couid not have the piece under any 
circumstances. Miss Claxton herselt is in favor 
of playing Agnes, but her husband, Mr. Steven- 
son, does not think the part especially adapted 
to her, and he still further fails to find in the 
een male cnaracter an opportursity to do 
limself fuil justice. As, however, he has noth- 
ing el-e that is new in view for the use of his 
wite and himself he may conclude that it is ad- 
visable to proceed with his arrangement already 
begun with Miss Ethel. The peculiarity about 
this legal difficulty concerning the play involved 
is that there is not the slightest ill-feeiing on the 
part of any one of the principals toward his or 
her opp nent. Miss Ethel merely observes that 
she thinks she has certain rights which she ought 
in justice to herself to protect. That she 
does not hold those rights very dearly so far as 
they affect her personal income is indicated by 
the fact that she is willing to transfer the piece 
to Miss Claxton for one-half what it cost her. 
She teeis like protecting herself, purely because 
it seems to her to be only right that she should 
doso. Mme. Janish, fully appreciating the posi- 
tion of Miss Ethel, wishes to take no advantage 
whatever, and in case she finds that her own 
situation is in reality unjust to that lady she 
will either withdraw from the field altogether or 
will make suchan arrangement as may be satis- 
factory both to Miss Ethel and Miss Claxton, 
The last-named lady is equally disinterested in 
her view of the situation, and it is thus that 
there is presented the spectacle—quite unusual 
—of three actresses, all of them prominent, 
mixed up in a legal difficulty that is 
entirely devoid of acrimony or bitterness 
of spirit. Meanwhile Mr. Mackaye at the 
Lyceum Theatre is resting on his oars, waiting 
tor Mme. Janish’s lawyers to fight his battle for 
him without money and without price. If he 
finds that Mme. Janish can play “ Anselma” 
within the law he will teel like going on with 
his own production, but if, on the other hand, 
the Macison-Square production should be re- 
strained he will be moved toa reconsideration of 
his position. In conversation yesterday witha 
friend, Mr. Mackaye geve out the intimation 
that when be took hold of “* Andrea,”’ which 
the original French play by Sardou, it was a 
pretty commonplace kind of work. He had, 
however, so greatly improved it in his adapta- 
tion that he thought it nowa very creditabie 
drama. Whenit is known that Mr. Mackaye’s 
improvements include the entire elimination of 
What are remembered as the two best scenes in 
* Agnes’’—Miss Ethel’s adaptation of * Andrea” 
—it will be seen that his originality of thought 
is not exclusively confined to the art of acting. 
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There has been a complete reconsideration of 
the situation at the Bijou Opera House, and Mr. 
Dixey will go.raveling after all. Mr. Rice has 
settied the matter with him on a basis which is 
satisfactory both to himself and to Mr. Dixey, 
who is to open his road season at the new Hollis- 
Stree: Theatre, in Boston, Oct. 2. Upon that 
dute Mr. Rice will supply at the Bijou, in this 
city, a revival of * Evangeline.” He was busy 
all day yesterday in trying to secure the best 
peop-e he could for this event. The first im- 
portant offer was made to Mr. John A. Mackay, 
whose services Mr. Rice desires to secure for the 
character of Le Blane. Mr. Mackay has long 
been associated, off and on, with Mr. Rice in 
theatrical enterprises, and it is quite possible 
that this comedian may be the successor of Mr, 
Dixey at the Bijou, though nothing is yet 
spettied with any degree of  positiveness. 
Mr. Rice’s intention is to put on “ Evan- 
geline’ in a spectacular way, with music 
culled from various sources. The principal 
part of this portion of the entertainment will 
ecome from “The Mikado,” with bere ana there 
an interpolation by Mr. Rice bimself. The new 
arrangement, involving the withdrawal of Mr, 
Dixey, bas not been reached without some diffi- 
eulty, as everybody concerned in the theatre 
itself has made very strong efforts to secure the 
continuance of ** Adonis,” andit has been known 
all along that Mr. Dixey himself was most seri- 
ously opposed to leaving New-York for the pres- 
ent. Last Monday Col. Miles went over to Bos- 
ton to have an argument with Mr. Isaac B. Rich, 
whoisthe owner of the combination, with a 
view toseecuring the extensionof Mr. Dixey’s 
time. Mr. ich flatly refused the proposition, 
even when it was accompanied by the tender of 
$5,000 in cash from Col. Miles. Mr. Rich is, in 
addition to being a shrewd business man, 
an ardent believer in Spiritualism, and he 
conducts the leading American periodical de- 
voted to this faith. He told Col. Miles among 
other things that the spirits had warned him of 
the extreme dunger of leaving ‘“‘Adonis” in 
New-York, nd he felt sure he would have no 
further vood luck with it if he disregarded their 
wa ning. From a more practical point of view 
Mr. Rich is none the less earnest. His new the- 
atre in Boston is to be opened in the first week 
in October, and he does not wish to connect that 
occasion with any inferior attraction. The pres- 
ence of such a strong star as Mr. Dixey, he feels, 
will naturally assist his prospects, and he is fully 
determined that “Adonis’’ shall bave an oppor- 
tunity to run in Boston as long as it draws satis- 
factory audiences.

The business of the two * Mikadoes” continues 
to largely favor the production at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre. Yesterday afternoon, at 2 
o’clock, the last seat on the lower floor for last 
night had been disposed of, and the only places 
left were in the rear of the sixth row of the 
baicony. The Monday night's audience was the 
largest ever known in the Fifth-Avenue Thea- 
tre, and the indications for the remainder of the 
week point to a steadily packed auditorium. At 
the Standard, on the contrary, the houses have 
not gone beyond two-thirds of the capacity of 
the theatre, and they are not growing better as 
time progresses. Mr. Stetson and Mr. Carte are 
more than ever convinced of the advisability of 
kecping ** The Mikado” on through as much of 
the season as it can conveniently fill, and they 
bave accorcingly arranged to get rid of such 
attractions as are likely to interfere with this 
pursuit.

THE MERIT SYSTEM. 


COMMISSIONER SCHOONMAKER FINDS THE 


CIVIL SERVICE LAW A SUCCESS. 

The Hon. Augustus Schoonmaker, one 
of the State Board of Civil Service Commission- 
ers, was in town yesterday. He was met at the 
New-York Hotel as he was about to leave for 
his home at Kingston and questioned regarding 
the purpose of his visit to the city. He replied 
that it was principally upon matters connected 
with private business affairs, and bad no rela- 
tion to the question of civilservice. Mr. Schoon- 
maker said he considered the civil service 
law to in successful operation § in 
this State, both of the great political 
parties at the ensuing Fall conventions 
would be obliged to indorse the principies 
which it embodies. “ They can neither dodge 
nor antagonize it,” said he, “and least of all 
can the Republicans afford to adopt. either 
course. Commendation is the only resource for 
both parties, and that fact 1s in itself a sufficient 
indication of the progress which the reform 
movement bas made in the community. Yes, 
Sir, you may take it as my unqualified opinion 
that the New-York civil service law is success- 
ful in its application and operation.” 

Referring to the recent competitive examina- 
tion for teachers at the Batavia Blind Asylum, 
Mr. Schoonmaker objected to statements con- 
tained in a recently published interview to the 
effect that there were not many candidates for 
preterment on that occasion, due, perhaps, to a 
feeling of distrust of the situation. He said 
there was quite a large number of candidates, 
and nearly ail of them passed very satisfactory 
examinations. ‘* Moreover,” he added, “the 
commission found in the community earnest and 
sincere co-opera ion in its labors, and an under- 
standing of the situation which was rather sur- 
prising, especially in view of the fact that the 
examination was the first of the kind which has 
been held in that particular section of the State.” 

“Do you think, Mr. Schoonmaker, that the 
methods for carrying into effect the civil service 
law of this State could be simplified to advan- 
tage?’ 

“Oh, yes; amendments to the rules and regu- 
lations suggest themselves from time to time; it 
is natural that they should.” 

* The law itself is all right?” 

* Yes, I think so.” 

Mr. Schoonmaker’s attention having been 
called to the recent agitation of various matters 
relating to the working of the national civil 
service law, he stated that he did not care, 
neither was he prepared, to say much on that 
subject. He would say, however, that he 
thought Mr. Higgins, Appointment Clerk of the 
Treasury Department, was being given a little 
too much prominence by the newspapers. Mr. 
Schoonmaker suggested that Mr.gHiggins was 
merely a subordinate, and that he had not the 
power affecting appointments some people gave 
him credit for. He was simply in office to give 
official utterance and effect to the actions and 
decisions of his superiors. 

Mr. Schoonmaker warm}y indorsed President 
Cleveland’s Administration. He declared that 
Mr. Cleveland was a man of honest and direct 
purpose in all his methods, and sincerely de- 
sirous of giying the country the best possible 
government of its affairs. He was the best 
friend of ciyil service reform, and was 
doing all in his power to promote it. 
““Unyielding in disposition, where he believes 
himself to be inthe right, the President,” said 
Mr. Schoonmaker, “tis determined that the 
promises upon which he obtained his election 
shall be fulfilled to the very letter. The im- 
provement of the civil service of the country is 
one of the things which he has been most con- 
sistent 1n advocating, both by precept and prac- 
tice, and he will therefore tolerate no violations 
of the law embodying his ideas upon the sub- 
ject. 
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ESCAPING CONVICTS RECAPTURED. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 2.—John Peters and 
James Mooney, prisoners in the State peniten- 
tiary in this city, made a desperate attempt to 
escape this afternoon. They were employed in 
tbe marble yard, and while the guard haa his 
back turned they climbed to the top of the main 
wali from the open gate of a sectional wall. The 
guard leveled his musket, but the lock snapped, 
and the two men jumped down to the sidewalk 
and ran off. They were, however, pursued and 
captured in afew hours. Both are weil known 
thieves, and Peters, who is also known as Lake 
and Dunlap, is an escaped convict from Kings 
County, N. Y.

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THE NEW TORPEDO “BOAT 


SPECIAL MERITS THAT 
CLAIMED FOR IT. 
THE DEADLY LITTLE VESSEL ALMOST READY 
FOR LAUNCHING—WORK RETARDED BY 
THE MANY VISITORS, 

Since the publication in THE TrMEs ex- 
clusively of a description of the new torpedo 
boat constructed at Fort Lafayette, under the 
personal direction of Lieut. Zalinski, United 
States Army, a steady stream of visitors has en- 
deavored to obtain a look at the marine monster. 
It has been a difficult matter to add the last 
strokes of workmanship to the curious little 
boat on this account, but now everything is 
about completed, and the launching of the cratt 
will soon be announced. The picture of the 
torpedo boat which appears this morning isa 
faithful outline representation. 
end of the engraving represents the head or 
ram of the boat. It is built of steel and 
has strong auxiliary edges, with very 
sharp tops, the design of which 1s to facilitate 
its operations when used for the purpose of cut- 
ting a hole inanenemy. It is claimed that the 
superiority of this ram will enable it, when 
driven by the prodigious power of the boat, to 


pierce the iron plating of any ship in the world, 
pull out by a retrograde movement, and retreat 
under water with marvelous speed. 

Not shown in the engraving, but midway be- 
tween the head or ram and on what may be 
best understood as the neck of the vessel isa 
sharp, upright piece of steel, at the base of 
which is an aperture so constructed as to be

opened or closed at will from where the charge 
of the boat’s dynamite gun is projected. The 
upright steel substance is intended to be used 
for the purpose of perforating a vessel's bottom 
by suddenly rising from bencath it. The little 
object to be seen in the cut on the top of the 
craft, and which suggests a derby hat in appear- 
ance, is called the vessel’s turret. This turret is 
surrounded with small electric lights to aid in 
steering. When an enemy is cut into by the ram 
or the steel spur on the neek of this new subma- 
rine monster, and its crew desire to come to the 
surface of the sea for the purpose of making an 
observation, only the turret of the boat 1s visi- 
ble, and this for a few seconds only, or for suffi- 
cient time to enable it to fire and dive down 
again, to come up or not as may be desired. 

The machinery of the boat, which is double in 
every respect, lies within the space indicated by 
twosma!l square dots, and the rear where, as 
may be seen, are placed the screws and rudder 
ofareguiar propeller, Beyond this machinery 
and in the direction of the craft’s head isa 
compartment especially arranged and adapted 
forthe quick manipulation of the dynamite 
gun, Contained in this compartment is the se- 
cret appliance of the inventor by which he 
claims dynamite to the extent of 500 pounds 
may be projected with accuracy for a distance 
of half a mile. Underneath the turret is 
another small compartment containing the 
most valuable ot all the inventor’s secrets, 
This is anappliance for keeping on board acon- 
stant supply of air by the use of which the vessel 
may remain under water an indefinite period. The 
supply of air can be increased under water as 
well as on the surface. Another secret feature 
of the boat, situated near this compartment, is 
a contrivance by which torpedoes previously 
placed under vessels, or wherever desired, may 
be fired automatically. 

The experimental test of the invention ig 
looked forward to with extraordinary interest 
by representatives of foreign powers, inventors, 
officers of the navy, the Government, and others, 
who will doubtless be invited at the proper time 
to witness the launch and trial of the new de- 
stroyer. The following is a diagram showing 
the appearance of the boat:

TARIFF LAW DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The following is a 
synopsis of sundry decisions rendered by the Treasury 
Depurtment in customs cases during the past week: 

Shelled lobsters, preserved in vinegar, are entitled to 
free entry under the provision in the free list T. I., 
new. 783, for “shrimps or other shell fish.” (Letter to 
the Collector of Customs at Bangor, Me.) 

Certain so-called “wool waste,’’ which was found to 
consist of China cashmere goats’ hair from which the 
long hairs had been combed, and which was imported 
apparentiv in a carded condition, is dutiable under 
paragraph 858, T. I., new, schedule K, which provides 


for “all hair of the alpaca, gout, and other like ani- 
vee (Letter to the Collector of Customs at New- 
ork. 

Lacteous food, but not of a medicinal character, is 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
the proyi.10n in section 2,513, Revised Statutes. found 
in the act of March 3, 1583, asa non-enumerated man- 
ufuctured articie. (Letter to the Collector of Customs 
at New-York.) ‘ 

So-called “chemical wood pulp,” which is imported 
in the wet condition, assimilates to the dry pulp speci- 
fied in schedule M, T. 1., new. 393, and is dutiable at the 
same rate, viz.,10 percentum ad valorem. (Letter to 
the Collector of Customs at Burlington, Vt.) 

So-called “*show pieces.”’ consisting of india rubber 
tabacco pouches in the shape of rats, pistolets, &c., are 
dutiable atthe rate of 70 per cent. ad vaiorem, under 
the provision in schedule N, T. I., new, 476, for ‘ali 
smokers’ articles whatsoever.”’ (Letter to the Collector 
of Customs at Chicago. 

Certain night tapers, in boxes, each box containing ¢ 
number of wax tapers, a pairof tin pincers, a three- 
pronged piece of tin, &c., are dutiable at the rate of 20 
per cent. ad valorem, under schedule N, T. 1., new, 408, 
for “ tapers of all kinds.” (Letter to the Collector of 
Customs at New-York.) 

Waxed paper, manufactured in Canada out of paper 
and paraffine wax of domestic production, is not en- 
titled to freeentry as domestic manufactures exported 
and returned, and duty must be levied on its market 
value in the markets of Canada at the time of exporta- 
tion. (Letterto J. H. MeNairn & Co., ‘toronto, Can- 
ada.) 

Dutiable articles imported by individuals are not en- 
titled to free entry, notwithstanding the fact that they 
may be intended for distribution to hospitals in New- 
York and elsewhere, (Letter to P. Espinal. New-York.) 

Scarfs manufactured inthe United states from im- 
ported silk ace and tinsel are, upon exportation under 
the druwback regulations, entitled to a drawback of 
the duty paid on the lace, less the legal retention of 10 
percent. (Letter to the Collector of Customs at New- 
York.) 

Imported merchandise cannot be entered at the 
Custom House except by the consignee numed in the 
bili of lading, and in case the consignee, as alleged, 
has disappeared, the goods must remain under general 
order until they are either legally entered or sold in 
the manner provided by the statute. (Letter to Nor- 
wood & Coggershall, New-York.) 

Certain black cuttle hair yarn is dutiable at the rate 
of 10 cents per pound and 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the provision in Schedule K, T. I1., 363. (Letter 
to the Collector of Customs at New-York.) 

Certain so-called moquette, a fabric of worsted and 
cotton, made of the same materials and by the same 
process as patent velvet carpets, but which is used for 
covering seats in railway cars, barbers’ chairs, &c.. is 
dutiable at the rate of 35 cents per pound and 40 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provision in schedule K, 
T. L., new, 363, for “ all manufactures of every descrip- 
tion composed wholly orin part of worsted.” (Letter 
to the Collector of Customs at Philadelphia.)

Post Office Inspectors Edgarton and Hall, Su- 
perintendent of Mails Alexander, and Assistant 


Superintendent Lund, composing the commission 
charged by the Postmaster-General with the duty of 
examining the condition of the Brooklyn Post Office 
and ascertaining the cause of the delay in forwarding 
mail matter for New-York City, have made a prelim- 
inary report to the Acting Postmaster-General. The 
report states that the aefense made by the Postmaster 
for the delay in handling the mails is that the 
furniture of the office is inadequate, ancient, and 
clumsy, so that prompt handling of the mails 
is impossible. ‘‘he Commissioners found that there 
was truth and merit in the claim, and that the 
smail office was crowded with badly designed and ob- 
solec.e furniture. ‘he plumbing of the office was 
found to be inadequate and in a wretched sanitary con- 
dition. The Commissioners immediately proceeded to 
advertise for proposals for new plumbing, furniture, 
and printing. It was found that the necessary altera- 
tions would involve an expenditure of $2,175, and it is 
recommended that that amount be immediately 
allowed for the purpose by the department. With the 
rearrangements suggested, the commission believes 
that sufficient room can be provided in the Post Office 
Building for the transaction of business until the com- 

letion of the new Government building. Acting

SYLVANIA IN LARGE NUMBERS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—There is an ex- 
odus of Hungarians from the mining regions 
of this State, which, if kept up much longer, 
will greatly deplete their numbers, if not re- 
move them all from Pennsylvania. A year ago 
it was estimated that there were 20,000 of these 
pecple in the mining regions of this State em- 
ployed in different capacities. They were most 


unwelcome visitors. They were by habit en- 
tirely different from the native people there. 
Instances were frequent of their having sub- 
sisted upon offal; they slept asmany as 25 in a 
room; they knew nothing of trades unions or 
labor organizations, assimilated in no way 
with the people, and accepted wages that 
an American laborer could not have re- 
garded as affording him a means of the poorest 
existence. Agitations against them assumed 
such shape that thelr presence became a factor 
in politics, and the expulsion of gsuch classes 
from the country was frequently brought to the 
attention of Pennsylvania Congresgmen for act- 
ion. The Pennsylvania Legislature frequently 
discussed the subject at its last session as a 
new and serious probiem in the labor situa- 
tion, and the Jabor unions employed 
agents to zo among them and write up 
their habits in the most repulsive colors, so that 
attention might be more forcibly drawn to them, 
The miners are greatly relieved by the exodus 
among these*people which has now set in, as it 
demonstrates that they did not come to the min- 
ing region to remain, but simply to find quick 
and steady employment that would enable them 
to accumulate sufficient to find homes in the 
agricultural regions of thefar West. Itisin 
this direction they are journeying, and the ex- 
odus from the anthracite regions has frequentiy 
been at the rate of 500 per week.

The fact that 
Hogs were firmer helped to sustain Lard and Meats, 
but Pork was very heavy, as no one can see an outlet 
for anything like 155,000 bbls. in the two months 
between this date and the opening of a new packing 
season, The market was beared at the start by local 
scalpers, and they filled in onthe decline which re- 
sulted from the letting go of rather large lines on out- 
side account that had been forced out by the further 
tumble in prices. Thelater feeling was weak on out- 
side selling orders. Pork, for October, declined 
82l6c., to $5 55, improved to $8 75, and receded 
to $3 624g at the close, with September at Tigo. 
discount and November at ashace discount. Ribs sold 
only Ti¢c. lower, to $5 80 for October, being understood 
to be sustained by Armour, who took 100,000 mh. from 
the packing company at $5 85 at the close. September 
Ribs were quiet at about 7c. discount. Lard was in 
moderate request, declining 5c., to 86 1744 for October, 
and closing ut $6 20, with September and November at 
5c. discount. December Lard sold at $6 15and Febru- 
ary at $6 30, 

Flour was very dull, the only buying reported being 
by the local trade. ‘here was no quoted change in 
prices. It was reported that some of the country mills 
are starting up again after their Summer rest. Red 
Winter W heat was quiet and steady at 794¢c.@s0c. for 
No. 3, with No. 2 nominal at about 854c. Wheat was 
more of an enigma than usual. Private cables 
were dull in tone. ‘rhe later advices, how- 
ever, spoke of bad weather in England, and 
the early news from New-York said that Nightingale 
was buying there largely on foreign orders. lt was also 
said that receipts of Wheat in the Northwest are dis- 
appointingly small, and there was an unconfirmed 
rumor that over 800,000 bushels had been taken here 
forexport.

There are indiscreet friends of Mr. Mor-

their zeal superfluous, if mot offensive.

Judge ScHOONMAKER, of the State Civil 
Service Commission, is quite right in say- 
ing that both the great political parties in 
this State will be obliged to indorse the 
principles of the civil service law, and that 
“‘they can neither dodge nor antagonize 
it.” Neither of them will try to do either 
in its platform, but the platform is of 
small consequence compared to the candi- 
date. That was shown last year when the 
vlatform of each party was in strong con- 
trast with its candidate, and the voters 
judged the candidates and, the greater 
part of them, ignored the platforms, if, 
indeed, they ever read them. 








A New-Haven paper relates that some 
residents of that city offered some months 
ago to equip and maintain a public library 
if the municipality would assign to its 
use a room neither occupied nor needed 
for any other purpose. The offer was not 
necepted by the City Council and conse- 
quently the library was not established. 
This is a neat and effective pendant to 
the story, upon which THE Tres has 
already commented, of the devices by 
which the citizens of West Chester, in 
Westchester County, have bafiled the 
benevolence of a resident of that town 
who left money to build and insmail part 
maintain a library in the town if the 
township would do the rest, to the extent 
of $1,200a year. Oneof the taxpayers 
has explained in a letter to the Evening 
Post how they came to refuse the gift. It 
was not so much niggardliness, he says, as 

want of confidence in the town officers, 
elected by the same persons who refused to 
trust them with the spending of $1,200 a 
year. “‘Itisa significant fact,” the apol- 
ogist for the taxpayers of West Chester pa- 
thetically concludes, “ that this bequest 
of Mr. Van Scwatcr’s is the only one ever 
made to the town.” It is, indeed, and it 
may safely be predicted, considering the 
spirit in which this bequest has been 
treated, that it will remain “ the only be- 








quest ever made to the town” for a long 
time to come. 











The English press appears to imagine 
that the expression of a firm resolve not 
to accept PARNELL’s demands will dispose 
of that agitator. It is quite true that 
neither English party is willing at present 
to accept his terms. It isequally true that 
so long as the English parties com- 
pete with each other for the sup- 
port of the Parnellites in  Parlia- 
ment they must accept the terms 
upon which alone the support can be 
had. The only thing that will save them 
from this necessity is the election by one 
party of a majority in the House of Com- 
mons large enough to outvote the other 
and the Home Rulers combined. Under 
the new apportionment, with its increase 
in the Irish membership, it is not likely 
that the next House will show such a 
majority. 











Judge Lynprz Harrison, of New-Ha- 
ven, is a man of energy and ’cuteness. 
He has addressed to Mr. Smizon E. Bap- 
WIN and others an open letter in which he 
reads them a very ingenious lecture re- 
garding their action in the campaign 
of last year, and asks them what he 
probably thinks are puzzling questions. 
Among other things he would like to know 
whether their “ alliance with the Dem- 
ocratic Party was temporary or is to be 
permanent.” The recipients of his letter— 
when they get it—might very fairly remind 
Mr. HaRRISON that a very safe and proper 
course for a manin his position is to mind 
his own business. Or if they care to 
waive the question of impertinence they 
might refer Mr. Harrison to the history 
of their connection with the Republican 
Party as likely to give him all the light he 
is entitled to as to their probable course 
toward the Democratic Party. Or they 
might simply tell him to wait and see. 





The Skye crofters have so far succeeded 
in bringing their hardships to the knowl- 
edge of the world and awakening the 
sympathies of their fellow-Scotsmen as to 
bring together a conference on their little 
island in which delegates from all parts 
of Scotland took part, and a Chicago man 
appeared to represent the Scottish-Amer- 
icans. The land question was, of course, 
the subject of the conference, and the 
poor crofters are to be backed up in their 
demands for better conditions from the 
landlords. Mr. McGrecor, of Chicago, 
promised aid as well as comfort from 
America, and the poor fellows must have 
been considerably cheered. 





THE BUSINESS UU1LOOK. 

There are many indications that the 
general business of the country is under- 
going a change for the better. The 
mand for dry goods and other goods from 
the South and Southwest is perceptibly 
stronger and more confident. Retail 
dealers, the distributors nearest the con- 
sumers, seem to have made up their minds 
at last that there is more risk in waiting 
than in buying. It has been known fora 
long while that retail stocks were running 
very low, and that dealers were “living 
from hand to mouth,” and it has been 
held as certain that the time must come 
when they would feel sufficiently hopeful 
to renew their former mode of purchas- 
ing. Apparently that time has now come. 
The fact that the first and most definite 
signs of improvement are noticed from the 
South, and particularly from the South- 
west, is undoubtedly due to the excellent 
prospect of the cotton crop. But it is 
also due to the fact that the South, which 
has been more free than other sections 
from the fever of speculation, has been 
quietly making money in a moderate de- 
gree for at least a year, and is now ready 
to spend it. 

There is a notably more cheerful tone 
in the iron and steel trades. Mills are re- 
suming that have been long idle, and 
others that have been moving very cau- 
tiously are now showing new energy. But 
for several months, in some sections for 
the past year, there has been but little 
difficulty in making fair profits for mills 
that were in a sound condition financially 
and were not obliged to keep up produc- 
tion even at a loss in order to get the 
money to meet their payments as they fell 
due. 

Undoubtedly the renewed confidence in 
the railway world, whatever may prove 
to be its real basis, is stimulating to the 
iron and steel trade. The railway man- 
agers throughout the Union have for two 
years past put off all expenditure as far 
as they could. Repairs and improvements 
which in prosperous and even in ordinary 
times would have been undertaken as a 
matter of course have been postponed un- 
der the influence of the general discour- 
agement. The temporary and partial 
success of the effort to arrive at an 
understanding between the trunk lines, 
the confident announcement that complete 
success will be attained, the consolida- 
tion of the New-York Central and the West 
Shore, and the avoiding of a ‘‘ war” be- 
tween the former and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad have tended to restore confi- 
dence. There has been a beginning of 
the long delayed work, and the impression 
has been given that it will be continued. 
As this involves the use of considerable 
quantities of iron and steel in various 
forms, the mills feel the effects of it. The 
views of Mr. SwANkK, the Secretary of the 
Iron and Steel Association, in connection 
with this phase of the situation are both 
interesting and encouraging. 

The financial outlook is good so far as 
the quantity of available money is con- 
cerned. There has, of course, long been 
plenty of money awaiting use whenever 
any profitable use for it presented itself. 
It appears now as if the owners of this 
money were becoming convinced that it 
is safe and will be profitable to put it out. 
Exchange, in spite of very feeble foreign 
demand for breadstuffs and provisions, 
tends toward the point where gold 
will come this way, and this, with 
the hope, which has unquestion- 
ably strengthened during the Sum- 
mer, that the coinage of standard 
dollars will be suspended at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, relieves the business 
community of a good deal of anxiety. 
This hope may not be realized. We do 
not feel very much confidence thai it will 
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be. But very much will depend upon the 
energy and determination of the business 
men, who know what an evil and nuisance 
the silver dollar is. If they will use the 
influence they possess, and use it directly, 
persistently, and practically, by organized 
and by individual effort, they can abate 
the nuisance 4nd avert the evil. They 
could not do anything that would aid the 
return of prosperity so effectively. 


THE DISINFECTING EXTORTION. 


The requirements of Health Officer 
SmitH, which were sustained last week 
by Quarantine Commissioners PLATT and 
NICHOLS against the vote of Commission- 
er Jupp in the matter of disinfecting 
rags, appear in the light of the evidence 
thus far elicited to be a flagrant outrage 
upon. the importers. To begin with, not 
only the weight of evidence, but the 
entire evidence, outside of Dr. SmITH’s 
assertions, is that no single case of cholera 
was ever traced to the importation of rags. 
There is high authority for the statement 
that there isnot the slightest danger of 
the disease being conveyed from one 
country to another by this means if the 
rags are dry when baled; but out of 
abundant caution, it would be quite 
justifiable to require disinfection if they 
come from an infected port. But the 
cargo of the bark Filippo, from Cata- 
nia, in regard to which the quar- 
antine decision was made, presents an 
extreme case. It was shown that there 
had been no cholera at Catania since 
1868; the rags were collected and baled in 
a clean condition more than a year ago; 
the safety of ship and cargo was certified 
to by the American Consul; the vessel 
was over two months on its way and 
there was no sign of sickness on board, 
and, finally, Dr. SmirH himself passed the 
vessel at Quarantine at the same time that 
he required the cargo of rags to be disin- 
fected. 

But this wholly unnecessary require- 
ment is not the worst phase of the case. 
The business of disinfecting rags at this 
port has practically been given into the 
hands of a monopoly using a patent proc- 
ess in which more than one officer con- 
nected with the Quarantine Department 
is suspected of having a direct or indirect 
interest. The business was thrown into the 
hands of this monopoly by a decision 
that the superheated steam process, which 
it used, was the only one by which 
rags in the bale could be properly disin- 
fected. This decision was revoked after 








.the monopoly had been established and 


all rivals driven from the field. Having 
got its clutches upon the business by 
favor of the Quarantine authorities and 
secured the order that all rags imported 
here, however clean they might be and 
however healthy the place from which 


they were brought, the monopoly pro- | 


ceeded to bleed the importers. Though the 
cost of the process is believed not greatly 
to exceed $1 a ton, it charged $5 a 
ton for disinfecting and $1 20 for 
the bales to Robbin’s Reef, 
although the rate of the lighterage com- 
pany doing that work was only 60 cents a 
ton. The entire cost to the importers in 
the case of some cargoes is said to. have 
been between $9 and $10 per ton, or about 
25 per cent. of the value of the cargo. 
Moreover, it is stated by experts in the 
business that the superheated steam proc- 
ess injures the value of the rags for 
paper making to the extent of $5 or more 
per ton. 

Here we have the successive steps of a 
most outrageous extortion perpetrated by 
official aid upon the merchants of this 
port. The existence of cholera in Europe 
raised the question of danger of introduc- 
ing it here in imported rags, and naturally 
every reascnable safeguard against it was 
demanded. It was decided that rags 
should be disinfected when there was any 
reason to fear that they were infected. A 
new process was at once patented and a 
company formed to work it, which suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an official indorse- 
ment of its method. Then, it is re- 
quired that all rags brought here from 
abroad shall be subjected to this process, 
regardless of any danger of infection. 
The company is allowed to charge out- 
rageous rates, not only for disinfection, 
but for the enforced transfer of cargoes, 
to injure the merchandise and delay busi- 
ness, and the importers are left without 
redress unless they can obtain it by a 
costly and vexatious litigation in the 
courts. The case is a disgraceful outrage 
for which Health Officer SmITH and the 
majority of the Quarantine Commission- 
ers must share the discredit. 
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THE MURDER OF DAVIS. 

The more facts come to light about the 
killing of Davis the more likely it appears 
that the crime was simply an incident of 
a swindling match. At first it seemed 
that the Texan, though very guilty to- 
ward society at large, was guiltless 
toward the thief he killed. He was 
prepared apparently to part with real 
money for the sake of getting much 
larger quantities of counterfeit money as 
a basis for swindling operations. When 
he discovered that it was intended to 
foist upon him mere brown paper instead 
of what may be called genuine counter- 
feits his indignation got the better of 
him and he killed the cheat who was try- 
ing to cheat him. 

This is HOLLAND’S theory, and if it were 
accepted he would be the representative 
and vindicator of that honor which pro- 
verbially prevails among thieves, But his 
theory is overthrown by the clear facts of 
the case. It is not disputed that he vis- 
ited Davis’s den without money or valua- 
bles and with a large pistol, which was 
wholly unnecessary for his protection even 
in that den, since he had nothing of which 
he could be robbed. It is not easily credi- 
ble that he should have adopted the 
double precaution of leaving his valuables 
and taking his pistol if his object had been 
only to buy or to inspect counterfeit money. 
It is much more credible that he knew 
exactly the method by which Davis 
played his trick upon rural swindlers, 
Very likely he had already been a victim 
of the trick. If he did know this, and 
knew that the bills to be exhibited to 
him as samples of the counterfeits dealt 
in by Davis were genuine bank notes, 
none of the circumstances isin conflict with 
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the supposition that he meant to steal the 
money by frightening Davis and Davis’s 
concealed confederate, This supposition 
would account for his threatening Davis 
as soon as the money was packed in a 
form easily portable. If his object was 
to terrify Davis by covering him with his 
pistol until he himself had had an oppor- 
tunity to snatch the money and make his 
escape, his disgust at seeing the substitution 
made and his opportunity lost, his rage at 
having been outwitted, and possibly a 
feeling of revenge at having been swindled 
by Davis before would combine to consti- 
tute a sufficient motive for the murder. 

There are but two surviving witnesses 
to the homicide—Hotuanp himself and 
Davis’s brother. Of course both of them 
will tell any lies their ingenuity can con- 
coct, the one to save himself and the 
other to secure the punishment of the 
slayer of his brother. The story of either 
is of no value, except as it is corroborated 
by circumstances. The only point at 
which Davis’s story seems to be 
in conflict with itself is in his dec- 
laration that no “business” was to be 
done that day, and that the exhibition of 
the money war merely a show of samples. 
In that case the substitution he describes 
of brown paper which was not to be given 
to HOLLAND would have been superfluous, 
except as a piece of practice. But Davis 
may very probably believe, with or with- 
out reason, that he himself would be lia- 
ble to a punishment if the transaction 
were complete, which he would escape if 
it could be made to appear a mere exhi- 
bition. 

It may make no difference in the sur- 
viving Davis’s case whether the perform- 
ance was a transfer or only an exhibition, 
but it makes a very serious difference in 
the case of Houtuanp. If he had killed 
Davis in the heat of passion and out of 
resentment at having been swindled, his 
crime might be reduced to manslaughter. 

3ut if he killed Davisin attempting to 
steal Davis’s money, his crime becomes 
“the killing of a human being,” “ by a 
person engaged in the commission of or 
in an attempt to commit a felony,” and is 
thus murder in the first degree, whether 
or not it was premeditated. It will be a 
matter for congratulation if the evidence 
justifies the jury that tries HOLLAND in 
coming to this latter conclusion. The re- 
moval of Davis is in itself a public ben- 
efit, the value of which would be en- 
hanced by the execution of HOLLAND. 








THE POLYNESIAN PUZZLE. 

Germany continues to address courte- 
ous notes to Spain, but the irritation of 
the latter country over the occupation of 
the Carolines does not subside. In spite 
of the Government’s effort to avoid giving 
offense to Berlin by suppressing the more 
furious anti-German meetings and warn- 
ing anti-German newspapers, tokens of 
popular ill-feeling crop out now and then 
in the discarding of German decorations 
by prominent military and civil officials, 
in the striking of German honorary mem- 
bers from the rolls of clubs, in insults to 
the German flag, and in threats to boycott 
German trade. 





Beyond question all classes of Spaniards 
take the encroachment of Germany to 
heart, and if the Government seems to be 
lukewarm and to lag behind the people in 
a display of resentment this is because 
the Madrid diplomats understand the ne- 
cessity of keeping cool in playing a game 
with the German Chancellor. The sincerity 
of Spain’s belief in her title to the Carolines 
sufficiently explains the popular anger. 
This title rests not only on the discoveries 
of her navigators two centuries ago, but 
on occasional landings and temporary oc- 
cupation here and there, on the absence of 
any formal challenge of the Spanish 
claims until within ten years, and on a 
signed recognition of Spain’s authority 
three years since by a_ portion of 
the native chiefs. Germany on her part 
seems to have had no particular purpose 
in seizing the islands beyond a general 
policy of planting colonies wherever she 
can. It is true that her object in going 
to. the Carolines has sometimes been ex- 
plained to be that of obtaining a supply 
of laborers for the German settlement 
in New-Guinea. But this seems a far- 
fetched interpretation, and perhaps is an 
afterthought. German explorers are in- 
dustriously poking about everywhere in 
search of something for the empire to an- 
nex, and the counts and doctors engaged 
in this business are encouraged by Prince 
BISMARCK whenever they succeed much 
as Russia encourages her successfully ag- 
gressive Generals in Central Asia. 

None the less, however, was the alleged 
hoisting of the German flag at Ponape 
and elsewhere an unfriendly act. An ob- 
stacle, too, to amicable settlement may be 
found in the long line of recent German 
successes both in war and diplomacy, 
which will not brook a rebuff. The Ger- 
man Government is now abnormally sen- 
sitive to any loss of prestige, and, from a 
position of assumed doubt as to what had 
been really going on in the neighborhood 
of Yap, seems to have drifted toward an 
acknowledgment of the seizure and a jus- 
tification of it. The Carolines, besides, 
are well worth retaining if this can be 
done without serious sacrifices. Nearly 
all the islands are small, but the enormous 
space through which they are scattered 
would give Germany a vast sea area in 
that part of Polynesia. 

Independently of the present dispute the 
Caroline Archipelago proper should be 
limited to the group around Yap, and the 
Pelew Islands on the west and the Mar- 
shall and Gilbert Islands on the east 
should be regarded as distinct groups, 
though now sometimes called Western 
and Eastern Carolines. The eastern 
groups, as their names indicate, were 
discovered by English navigators, and 
contain a considerable population, per- 
haps more than the Pelew and Central 
Carolines combined. The suggestion at- 
tributed to Spain that Germany should 
occupy the Marshall group is perhaps to 
be taken simply as Castilian sarcasm, pro- 
voked by the report that England was 
inclined to Germany’s view of the unap- 
propriated character of the Carolines. 
Spain seems to have already taken pre- 
cautions against further German seizures 
by occupying the Pelews, so that the 


1885, 
question is reduced to the right over the 
Central Carolines, 

The first effect of the German proced- 
ures will probably be a panic-stricken rush 
of European natives in Polynesia to visit 
and raise their flags over all islands ever 
claimed by them, In ancient days the 
sailors of Spain, Holland, Portugal, 
France, and England venturing into un- 
known waters, while adding to the world’s 
knowledge also enlarged the colonial do- 
mains of their respective sovereigns. 
Often these additions were but nominal, 
since the state of commerce and the diffi- 
culties of navigation made it unprofitable 
to colonize at once the discovered lands. 
Generations wore away, and nations 
that had successively stood at the head 
of the world in seamanship sank 
back by turns to the rank of  scec- 
ond and third rate powers, though not 
always suffering in their colonial pre- 
tensions by these changes in maritime 
supremacy. Now, however, Germany 
comes into the field, centuries after the 
globe has been circumnavigated in every 
direction, as the champion of the rights 
of actual occupation above those of orig- 
inal discovery, and perhaps as a vindica- 
tor, too, of the theory that possession is 
nine points of the law. The result will 
probably be a general scramble for neg- 
lected islands and a special reconstruction 
of the political condition of Oceanica, so 
that in five years or less from this time 
there will not be an inch of coast line on 
the globe, continental or insular, that is 
not assigned to some owner. 








SPIRIT PAINTS. 


Ashock was felt by the literary people 
of the period when the original Spiritual- 
ists proved that spirits could write poetry, 
and, what is more, prose. The struggle 
for existence was sharp enough when 
the professional versemaker had the Rol- 
lin M. Squires of amateur bardism to 
contend with in addition to the crafts- 
men of the literary guild; but when the 
Great Unknown, with the ghosts of all the 
great poets from Apollo down to RaLpu 
WaLpo EMERSON, was opened, and when 
it was brought by a mental rapid transit 
into close relations with the living world, 
no wonder that the writers grew sad. 
Seeing that the old poets had already 
said all the good things first, it seemed 
cruel in them to return and contest with 
the moderns the shreds of wit which re- 
mained yet unworn. Fortunately either 
the old poets have had mercy on the new, 
or the Spiritualists made some mistake, 
and the ghosts of Homer, Dantes, and 
SHAKESPEARE are not the men they claim 
to be. Not even the worst of poems on 
the death of GRaNT equals in silliness the 
doggerel of these poor poets as uttered 
through the lips of mediums inspired at 
second hand. 

Until lately the artists have been as 
careless and secure as the authors were 
before the advent of the Fox sisters. But 
their turn has come, and the hand that 
tolls their knell is that of Mrs. Gen. Diss 
DeBaR, a lady whose husband is said 
to be a savant and man of letters, 
her mother the celebrated dancer Lota 
Montez, and her father a former King of 
Bavaria. Dead painters obey the will of 
this morganatic offshoot of royalty with 
a promptness which wil) carry dismay 
into the artist soul. The painting of por- 
traits in oils or water colors is not, with 
spirits, a matter of hours but of minutes. 
While you hold the plain cardboard in 
your hand, or between a pair of slates, or 
on the top of your head, and Mrs. Gen. 
Diss DEBAR visits an adjoining room in 
order to prove that she has no hand ina 
trick of legerdemain—presto! a picture 
has formed on the vacant canvas or 
board, the oils aro wet, and the pigments 
transfer themselves to your hand and coat 
with all the charming naturalness of the 
ordinary cobalt and bitumen of the studio. 

A portrait painter who gets any fame 
to speak of needs ten hands and ten heads 
to keep up with the demand for his serv- 
ices, and a fashionable artist can only pre- 
serve himself by asking from each sitter a 
sum equal to the ransom which the thrifty 
Sicilian exacts for an English milor. We 
know how RUBENS made pictures by 
wholesale, how VAN Dyck polished off 
the British nobility and gentry; the last 
touches and sometimes the first designs 
were made by the masters; everything 
else was filled in by their aides. 
But neither RUBENS nor his bDrill- 
jant disciple could compete with 
the host of celestial artists who 
obey the will of Mrs. Gen. Diss DeBar. 
The production of oil portraits appears to 
have no limits should the medium care to 
exert herself. For all we know she might 
provide an audience of 10,000 persons 
with 10,000 pieces of cardboard and 
order 10,000 portraits to appear thereon 
in any reasonable number of minutes. 
Now that every other person is a pho- 
tographer, the person who can furnish so 
cheaply and with such magical quickness 
a picture suited for handing down to pos-. 
terity is far ahead in the struggle of the 
portrait painters. 

There is at present some uncertainty as 
to whose portrait a given spirit picture is, 
You may ask for the likeness of your be- 
trothed and get a picture of ‘‘a tall and 
exceedingly beautiful spirit who seemed 
to be a Castilian lady,” and who, on be- 
ing urged, called herself Dojfia Inez. At 
least that was the experience of Mr. J. 
L. O'Sullivan. Awkward things might 
happen; ladies and gentlemen of staid 
lives might be presented with portraits of 
the frivolous; or the Deacon might get 
the chromo of a danseuse in place of that 
of his wifein the country. But under 
careful cultivation such eccentricities may 
readily yield to the will of the medium. 
Paintings once made can be entirely re- 
moved, moreover, and a clean tabula rasa 
take the place of the picture, so that such 
mistakes can be rectified before they 
have gone further. It is also probable 
that Mrs. Gen. Diss Drsar can cause 
the spirits to efface a picture at 
any future time. This opens a wide field 
of action to men and maidens who wish 
to enjoy the luxury of a love affair with- 
out committing themselves irretrievably 
to matrimony or else facing the horrors of 
a lawsuit. Portraits and allusive pictures, 
loverlike water colors, and the most im- 
passioned epistles can be composed with 








equal facility by the spirits under this 
eminent lady’s ban; by paying an extra 
premium a guarantee may be had that 
painting and words shall utterly disap- 
pear at the end of three months. How 
much this will add to the joys of Summer 
resorts need not be hinted; perhaps this 
alone is needed to fill social places with 
the single men between 20 and 40 who 
hold aloof from populous resorts,

MR. T. W. KEENE. 

Mr. Thomas W. Keene is presenting his 
impersonation of Richard III. nightly this week 
at that popular east side theatre, the People’s, 
in the Bowery. Mr. Keene’s audiences are 
large and moderately enthusiastic. The day 
when a fairly good performance of Cibber’s 
famous version of Shakespeare’s tragedy coula 
arouse the gallery boys to the highest pitch of 
enthusiasm has long since passed; the gallery 
boys of to-day are not familiar with either Eng- 
lish history or histrionic tradition; what they 
wunt is realism and plenty of it. They appreci- 
ate ** The Shadows of a Great City”? and “The 
World” much more than they do the poetic 
drama. Mr. Keene’s Richard, however, is not 
such a subtle portrayal that it demands much 
acuteness of perception on the part of his au- 
diences. Itis easily understood. The outward 
sign of the satirical vein in Gloster’s character 
is a broad and notaltogether disagreealile grin; 
his malignant disposition is made manifest by 
a scowl ot ample propertions. The “ha, ba, ha’ 
of this Richard is startling, but not biood-curd- 
ling. Mr. Keene’s voice is apt to be harsh and 
monotonous in momentsof excitement; but in 
volume it is sufficient. We are not making 
fun of Mr. Keene’s Richard. It would be un- 
fairto do so. He is an actor of many yeurs’ 
experience, and he knows the technicalities of 
ot his profession by heart. Vigor, motion, anda 
show of earnestness, if not the tuing itself, are 
the prominent features of his impersonations 
of Shakespearean roles. In former times every 
theatre had its own company of actors, and there 
were tew thexutres in !arge cities which did not 
possess a leading actor who could recite the text 
ot Richard as well as Mr. Keene recites it. The 
days of competent stock companies have passed, 
however, and the number of actors who devote 
themselves oneenirey to the poetic English 
Arama is very small. The value of Mr. Keene's 
services to the stage, therefore, should not be 
underestimated. He travels about the country 
with a moderately intelligent company and de- 
cent scenery, and acts Shakespeare's plays 
where, were it not for him, they would never be 
acted. Mr. Gustavus Levick, Miss Henrietta 
Vaders, and Mr. Eugene Moore give intelligont 
support to Mr. Keene.

tered into any competition for the honor of 
guarding the remains of the General or secured 
that honor through any indecorous proceedings 
whutever. 

In THE TrMEs of Aug. 30 mention was made of 
the contribution or $1,000 to the monument fund 
by Mrs. MceCoskry, in memory of her brother, 
Thomas T. Read, who bad once been indebted to 
Gen. Grant, and of her sister, Miss Read, both ot 
whom are dead, It was also stated that Mrs. Mc- 
Coskry and her sister had “cultivated” Gen. 
Grant’s acquaintance, This information was 
received from one of the clerks in the office of 
the Monument Association. It appears, how- 
ever, that Mrs. McCoskry’s brother never was 
under obligation of any sort to Gen. Grant; that 
the General’s acquai tance was never cultivated 
by her sister or herself «sa return for any obli- 
gation, and thatthe contribution was not made 
jn recognition of any favor or indebtedness.

The bill of undertaker Merritt for the ex- 
venses of Gen. Grant’s funeral amounts to 
$14,162 75. The account was taken by Mr. Mer- 
ritt to Gen. Perry, at Governor’s Island, last 
week, aud by him audited and sent to Washing- 
ton. The item for carriages in this city 
amounted to $5,040, at $10 each for 500 carriages, 
with $25 extra for the President’s carriage, 
which was drawn by six horses,and $15 extra 
for the carriage of the ex-Presidents. The coffin 
cost $1,500. Among the other items are the steel 
burial case, the cost of embalming, the funeral 
car, with its 24 horses and grooms, attendance 
at Mount McGregor and up to the-time of 
the interment, and everything ordered by 
the family and by the Government officers in 
charge, such as sashes, rosettes, gloves, and 
other mourning emblems. There was no ex- 
pense at Albany except for attendanee, all 
items there being provided for by Gov. Hill. 
The expenses here did not include the 
drapery of the City Hail, for which the city 
authorities provided. Transportation and the 
drapery ot the funeral trains, both on the mount- 
ainandon the broad gauge roads, were at the 
expense of the raiiroad companies.

HE COMES TO TOWN RETICENT AFTER A 
VISIT TO SAMUEL.J. TILDEN, 

Secretary Manning reached the city late 
yesterday afternoon from Albany, by way of 
Greystone, having spent the greater part of the 
day with Samuel J. Tilden. Early in the evening 
there were inquiries for him at the desk of the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel. Col. Thomas Carroll, of 
Brooklyn: Police Justice Maurice J. Power,of the 
County Democracy: Contractor John O'Brien, 
the Secretary’s successor in the Chairmanship 
of the State Committee; candidates for Governor 


Homer A. Nelson and Edward Cooper, and Will- 
jam E. Smith, of Plattsburg, Chairman of the 
State Executive Committee, were among the 
statesmen whose presence at the hotel was 
noticed. Mr. Manning had little to say, and 
most of the cards sent to his room were returned 
to theirowners. He took careto disavow, as 
had been done before, any disposition on the 
part of the Administration to become interested 
actively for or against any of the aspirants for 
the Gubernatorial nomination. The policy of 
the Executive in that respect, he said, would 
be to keep hands off. 

It was believed by Mr. Manning’s friends that 
the first and chief purpose of his journey from 
Albany was to have a conference on matters of 
State with Mr. Tilden. His busipvess here, so far 
as appeared last night, was to see ** The Mikado,” 
for which purpose, undeterred by rumors of 
Secretary Whitney’s appearance in town, he 
went to the Fifth-Avenue Theatre with William 
E. Smith. Mrs. Manning remains at Albany, 
where Mr. Manning will rejoin her probably to- 
day. They expect to return to Washington 
with the President next week. No intimation 
has reached the politicians that the President 
will have occasion=to get a stop-over check for 
Greystone on bis way back to the White House.

GEN, SLOCUM STIRS UP THE LOCAL LEAD- 

ERS IN ST. LAWRENCE COUNTY. 
WATERTOWN, Sept. 2.—The existing po- 
litical complications in St. Lawrence County 
were very much heightened by unlooked-for 
developments at the Gouverneur Town Fair to- 
day. The managers of the fair had advertised 
for some time that speeches would be made by 
Gen. H. W. Slocum, the Hon. R. P. Flower, and 
others. Accordingly 4,000 people assembled to 
witness the somewhat dramatic scene of two 
prominent Democrats addressing citizens of 


the strongest Repuliican county in the State. 
On the platform were Gen. N. M. Curtis, 
vhe Assemblyman for that. district, and 
George M. Gleason, who now aspires 
to fill Gen. Curtis's shoes in the  Legisia- 
ture. Mr. Gleason was one of Tweed's Senators. 
In the course of his speech Gen. Slocum made 
a pointed attack on Mr. Gleason, who, furious 
with anger, rushed up to Secretary Norton and 
said: “If ths fair is to be turned into a 
political meeting, I want to know it.” The 
attack was the more severe, because made 
under a pretense of warning his hearers against 
political corruption. Gen. Slocum described 
Tweed’s career at great length, and especially 
his corruption of Legislatures. He then earnest- 
ly advised his hearers to send none but honest 
men to Albany to represent the district. Gen. 
Slocum first described the great services ren- 
dered by the soldiers in preserving the Union. 
He ther continued: 


“ We are certainly no longer in danger of secession, 
but I do anticipate trouble from another source. There 
have been times in late years when i feared thut we 
were in as much danger as we were when Lee’s army 
was attacking ours ut Gettysburg. There was a chair- 
maker in New-York a few years ago who rose 
step by step in politics till ne made Governors and 
Legisiatures, He made politics so corrupt that 
the Legislature was sold at auction. ‘I'his debased, ixg- 
norant man could say to the greut railway corporations 
do this or do that, and they were compelled to obey. So 
great did his power become that he drove one of 
the greatest of the corporations, the Union Pacitic 
RaiJroad, out of the State. He was 2» man_ with- 
out ability of any kind, except. the ability to 
combine and unite corrupt men. Yet I have seen 
United states Senators, Governors, Judges of the 
Court of Appeals waiting at that man’s door to see 
him as though they were his lackeys. When his 
daughter was marriea a host of men of good character 
and high position seemed to think it necessary to cive 
her costly presents. He lived in almost unexampled 
juxury. Even a smal! stable he had in Connecticut was 
costiler than the finest house in st. Lawrence County. 
bere was reason to fear for this country when suchea 
mun grasped power. But there came a small body of 
mento him one day who pointed out to him his cor- 
rupt actsin building the Court House in New-York, 
and with an insolence which bas become historical 
he said, ‘What are you going to do about it?’ 
That roused the entire community. is, showed him 
what they were going to do about it. They arrested 
that colossal thief, and put him in Ludlow-Street Jail, 
and they saw him die in a convict’s cell. Yes. the dan- 
gers of to-day are notin South Carolina; they are here; 
they areamong us. We have seen the corrupt acts of 
several past Legislatures. People suy to me, ‘What 
does it matter to the farmers of st. Lawrence 
County if a man does make a little money 
out of theicorporations at Albany as a member of the 
Legislature? They canafford to paythe money and 
the farmers don’t suffer. But, gentlemen, it does mat- 
ter. ltrobs youof your form of government. Thzet 
we must not permit; that we will not permit. We 
will send honest men to Albany to represent us in the 
Legislature.”” [Applause.] 

The Hon. R. P. Flower made a pleasant little 
speech complimenting the exhibition and speak- 
ing of the prosperity and industry of St. 
Lawrence County. Gen. Curtis was then 
called for and responded in much the 
same strain, whereupon Gleason’s friends once 
more insisted that their man should be heard. 
Mr. Gleason then took the platform and spoke 
of the necessity of the agricultural portion of 
the community being represented in legislative 
centres by honorable and upright men. The 
affair caused great excitement among the local 
politicians. Many claim tnat it will be the 
means of defeating Curtis, while all agree that 
it will stir up much bitterness and strife be- 
tween the two factions. 





THE STATE LABOR ASSEMBLY. 


AFTER INDORSING GOV. 

AND OTHERS. 

Rome, N. Y., Sept. 2.—The political 
branch of the State Labor Assembly met to-day, 
and F. F. Donevan, of Brooklyn, was made 
Chairman; Thomas E. Bankrantz, of Durham- 
ville, Vice-President; John E. Cannon, oO 
Troy, and L. B. Sherman, of Rome, Secretaries, 
and Samuel McEiwee, of Rochester, Treasur r. 
The Committee on Chairman Blair’s Address re- 
ported approvingly, and their report was 
adopted. Assemblyman Sherman, from the 
Committee on Resolutions, presented a report, 
which was adopted. The first resolution boy- 
cotts a firm of stovemakersin Troy, Thesecond 
asks aid for the iron molders of Union 
No. 8 of Albany, in their strike. The 
third recommends that no workingman sign 
a pledge not to join a trades union. The fourth 
recommends that the canals be put in good con- 
dition by the State. The fifth denounces the 
exorbitant charges of the grain elevator com- 
pee in New-York and Buffalo, and asks the 
egislature to remedy the evil by  pass- 
ing a law regulating such charges. The 
sixth asks the public to smoke only such 
cigars as have an _ International Union 
blue label. The seventh asks the Legislature to 
prevent the spread of disease by prohibiting the 
manufacture of cigars in tenement houses. The 
eighth recommends the formation of a State 
central organization, similar to a _ central 
labor bureau, to assist labor unions in 
conducting strikes and_ to concentrate 
forces in case of a. strike. This was 
debated at length and criticised as 
making the present State Trades Assembly un- 
necessary, but it was finally adopted. The ninth 
denounces the system of giving contracts for 
printing by the State to the firm of State print- 
ers. It was resolved that the following ques- 
tion be sent to all candidates for the Assembly 
and Senate: ‘* Will you do all in your power to 
keep printing contracts out of the hands of 
Weed, Parsons & Co., and all other non-union

CALLING FOR A JUDGE’S REMOVAL. 


CHARGES AGAINST JUDGE FRANCIS, 
MANDAN, DAKOTA, 


Sr. Paur, Minn., Sept. 2.—A special dis- 
patch to the Pioneer Press from Mandan, Dakota, 
say that a largely attended indignation meeting 
was held iast night to protest against the 
change of venue to Bismarck in the case 
of the Marquis DeMores and Paddock, who 
are under indictment for the murder 
of Tuffskey. Resolutions were passed call- 
ing for the immediate removal of Judge 
Francis from the bench. The resolutions assert 
that the reason that only about one-tenth of 
the business of the docket at the recent term of 
the court was disposed of was due tothe Judge’s 
incapacity. Other charges were made that the 
Judge exbibited partisan spirit in his charges to 
juries, and was totally unfit for the position of 
Judge. Petitions were prepared and will be for- 
warded to Attorney-General Garland. 

The agitation against Judge Francis began 
some time ago, but is greatly intensified by his 
decision in the De Mores case. Both De Mores 
and Paddock have been in jail at Bismarck since 
Monday. There is talk of a motion to admit 
them to bail, but their attorneys hesitate to pro- 
voke comparison with other cases in which bail 
has been refused, and fear Judge Francis 
will refuse to grant bail. Much depends 
on the second trial of Magill, which 
will be called to-morrow. Maxugill killed 
a blacksmith employed on a bonanza farm 
of which he was Superintendent. He claims 
self-defense, and the only evidence against him 
is based upon the position of the body, direction 
of the wound, &c., there being no witnesses of 
the killing. Magill has lain in jail ever since 
arrested, although the last Legislature, at the 
instance of Magill’s wife and attorneys, passed 
an act designed to compel Judge Francis to ad- 
mit him to bail. The jurors’ list as published 
indicates a fair trial by intelligent men. De 
Mores’s friends are confident of bis acquittal.

A BULD TRAIN ROBBERY. 

KANSAS City, Mo., Sept. 2.—A bold train 
robbery occurred on the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad to-night, but owing to the sudden 
fright of the robbers but little booty 
was secured. As the west bound train 
on the way to this city left Biue Springs 
twenty-two miles east from here, about 9 o’clock 
to-night, four masxed men appeared at the 
smoking car and were about to. board it. 
A number of men, however, were stand- 
ing on the platform, and the _ robbers 
passed to the next car in line—the 
day coach. Three of them climbed upon the 
forward platform, and the fourth got on at the 
rear. A man then mounted guard at each end 
of the car, while the other two entered, and with 
drawn revolvers commanded the passengers to 
give up their money. A number of them hand- 
ed out small amounts of change, while one man 
in his excitement passed out his purse containin 
about $23. The robbe’s took whatever was offere 
without searching passengers, and made no 
attempt to rob them of jewelry. When the 
pair had reached the middle of the car they 
became suddenly alarmed and pulling the 
bell rope the four robbers sprang off when the 
train fslackened speed and disappeared in the 
darkness. The train passed on, and the conduc- 
tor, James Bogge, reported the affair to the of- 
ficials of the road from the next telegraph station. 
The train then proceeded on its way to this city. 
The passengers on the other cars knew 
nothing of the matter unti! it was all over. 
There was then great excitement among the 
more timid, and many hastened to secrete their 
valuables and prepare fora return of the rob- 
bers, though all danger had passed. The passen- 
gers of the car that was robbed had scarcely 
time to realize what had ovcurred before the 
robbers disappeared.

THE AFFAIRS OF ENGLAND 


HER FOREIGN INTERESTS AND 
HOME PROBLEMS. 
THE NEGOTIATIONS REGARDING EGYPT— 
LAND AGITATION IN SKYE—ARREST OF 
ELIZA ARMSTRONG’S ABDUCTOR. 


Lonpon, Sept. 2.—It is reported from 
Paris that M.de Freycinet, French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, will not meet the Marquis of 
Salisbury to discuss the questions pending be- 
tween France and England, as requested by the 
latter, until the result of Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff's mission to the Porte is known to France. 
Itis further stated that France will not recog- 
nize any settlement of the Egyptian question 
which fails to satisfy French rights in Egypt. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, special British 
Envoy to the Porte, now in Constantinople, has 
expressed satisfaction with the result of his con- 
ference with the Sultan. During the interview 
no allusion was made to the subject of an alli- 
ance with England. 
tan that England wished to settle the Egyptian 
difficulties in concert with the Porte. The Sul- 
tan disapproves of the occupation of the Sou- 
dan by Turkish troops, and also regarded with 
disfavor the project of an Anglo-Turkish occu- 
pation of the whole of Egypt. He wishes tosend 
a Turkish commission to Cairo to act as coun- 
selor to the Khedive, and desires England to fix 
a definite term for her occupation of the cou n- 
try. The Sultan has appointed Assym Pasha 
and Kiamil Pasba to negotiate with Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff. The first conference will be 
held on Thursday. 

A conference on the land question was held 
to-day at Portree, a maritime village, County of 
Inverness, on the island of Skye. There were 
180 delgates from all parts of Scotland present. 
Mr. McGregor, of Chicago, was also in attend- 
ance. A number of fervid orations were deliv- 
ered, some of them in Gaelic. The speakers ad- 
vocated more generous terms, by which farmers 
could purchase their holdings, and denounced 
the landlords fortheir alleged tyranny. They 
advised the tenants to stand firm in their demands, 
and to refuse the payment of rent unless conces- 
sions suitable to the depression in the agricult- 
ural districts were made by the landlords, The 
outcome of the conference to-day was the 
formation of an organization for preventing 
evictions. Mr. McGregor, in a speech, promised 
the organization the sympathy of their Scot- 
tish-American brethren, which, he said, would 
take the form of a subscription toa fund to 
enable them to carry out the objects of the 
necting. 

Mrs. Farrete was taken into custody this morn- 
ing on the charge of abducting the Armstrong 
girl, who was the “*Lily” of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette’s revelations. Gen. Booth, of the Salva- 
tion Army, surrendered Mrs. Jarrett to the au- 
thorities after having several conferences with 
them during the past few days. The police 
finally threatened to have a warrant issued for 
Gen. Booth’s arrest on the charge of obstruct- 
ing the law by concealing Mrs. Jarrett. This 
frightened him, and he immediately produced 
the woman. Mrs. Jarrett walked to the police 
station with a sister of the Salvation Army, 
and, in accordance with an arrangement 
made with the Superintendent of Police, 
an officer was in waiting at the door of the sta- 
tion house and took her into custody. Mrs. 
Jarrett demurely proceeded to the cells and was 
jocked up. Later inthe day she was taken to 
the Bow-Street Police Court, where she was 
charged with having indecently assaulted the 
Armstrong girl; with administering a noxious 
drug to ber, and with feloniously detaining 
her; also with conspiring with Mr. Stead, of tne 
Pall Mall Gazette, ana others to commit these of- 
fenses. Mr. Poland, the Solicitor for the Treasury, 
appeared for the prosecution. He declared that 
Mrs. Jarrett had obtained the girl by pleading 
thatshe required her to assist in doing the 
housework of her home,and that she was a 
woman of respectability. The prisoner was then 
remanded until Monday next, bail being refused. 
Summonses have been granted for complicity 
in the case against Mr. Stead, Gen. Booth, and 
otbers. Jacques, Mr. Stead’s assistant, in se- 
curing the information contained in 
the revelations; Mrs. Coombe, in whose 
house the — girl was secreted, and 
Mme. Maurey, in whose establishment the child 
was drugged, have also been subjected to ex- 
amination and summoned to appear for trial at 
the Bow-Street Police Court on the charge of 
complicity in the cause. Mr. Stead, who is sum- 
mering in Switzerland, on being informed thata 
summons against him had been issued, tele- 
graphed that he would return immediately and 
answer the charge. Mr. George Pitt Lewis has 
been retained to conduct Mr. Stead’s defense. 

Mr. Phelps, the American Minister, opened a 
workingmen’s club near Rugby to-day. Ina 
speech to the members he said that the pros- 
perity of America was due to the persistent 
energy of her people. There was employment 
in America for all who desired it, prosperity for 
all deserving of it, and for alla welcome. He 
advised those who thought of emigrating to re- 
flect well before starting. There wasno room 
in America for idle or worthless persons. : 

Five thousand workmen employed by Sir 
William George Armstrong’s machine and gun 
works, at Elswick, near Newcastle, struck work 
to-day because their employer refused to dismiss 
two managers who had made themselves ob- 
noxious to the employes.

Detectives are busily engaged searching Lon- 
don forthe thieves who recently stole $80,000 
worth of Belgian railway bondsin Brussels.

The American Legation here will soon remove 
to new and spacious premises at No. 103 Victo- 
ria-street. The heavy iron doors and massive 
safes with which the new building is provided 
will render the archives of the legation safer 
than at present.

LOCAL UNIONS TO BE FORMED IN ALL 
PARTS OF THE STATE, 

The Executive Committee apvpointed by 
the Canal Convention recently held in Utica 
met for the first time in the rooms of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, in this city, yes- 
terday. The Hon. Orlando B. Potter presided. 
Frank S, Gardner was Secretary and the Hon. 
William H. Webb Was made Treasurer of the 
permanent organization, which will be known 
asthe Union for the Improvement of the Ca- 
nals of the State of New-York. 

Letters expressing an interest in the work 
were read from ex-Gov. Horatio Seymour and 
the Hon. De Witt C. Littlejohn, who are mem- 
bers of the committee. A subcommittee, com- 
posed of Mr. Potter, Mr. Webb, Mr. Littlejohn, 
Mr. A. B. Miller, and Mr. Gardner was appointed 
to draft an address to the people of the State. 
The details of metlods for completing the work 
of the convention ‘were discussed at length. The 
members of the committee were unanimously in 
favor of organizing local unions throughout the 
State, and of pledging candidates for election to 
the Senate and A ssembly to the measures of im- 
provement approved by the canal convention. 
A form for this purpose was adopted. 

Printed suggestions for organizing local unions 
are (to be prepared, and together with suitable 
blanks and documents will be sent to friends of 
the canals in the various Assembly districts. It 
is believed tht by the end of the present month 
not less than 100 local canal improvement 
unions wiil bein full working order, and will 
exert ah important influence upon the 'telectien 
of the next Legislature. it will be their policy 
to demand ‘that the candidates and platforms of 
both the great political parties be sound on the 
question of maintaining and improving the can- 
als of the.State.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 2.—There are 
no new developments in the Maines murder 
case further than the arrest of two men as ac- 
complices.

The 
funeral of Maines took place to-day near Athens. 
He was buried in his wedding suit. It is re- 
ported that 50 men are coming on the 1 o’clock 
train from Athens, his old home, to lynch Sel- 
sah They will find no difticulty in getting 
elp.

Mr. Shippen was born in Bordentown, N. J. 
His father was Richard Shippen, a member of an 
old Philadelphia tamily, who were on terms of 
close intimacy with the Stevens brothers, of 
Hoboken, with whom Mr. Richard Shippen pro- 
jected and constructed the Camden and Amboy 
Railroad. Wilham went through the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, on leaving which he 
resigned from the navy and became attached to 
the Camden and Amboy Railroad as a civil 
engineer. He filled the position for only a 

time, when, in 1847, the late Ed- 
Stevens offered him a_ position 
Improvement Company, 
he accepted. At that time the land 
department of the company was distinct 
from the ferry departmert, and young Ship- 
pen, who was then but 20 years old, was placed 
atits head. He beld his position continuously 
until 1868, when Edward A. Stevens died, and 
his will made Mr. Shippen one of the Executors 
of the estate. His 21 yearsof service in the 
land office had made him perfectly familiar 
with all the details connected with the manage- 
ment of a property which embraced almost the 
entire territory of Hoboken, and he was re- 
garded as the fittest man to be made President 
ot the Landand Improvement Compary, a po- 
sition which he at once assumed, and held until 
his death. } 

Mr. Shippen, doing business as he did for 
nearly 40 years in Hoboken, naturally became 
one of the most prominent men in that city, and 
made a great number of friends, although he re- 
sided in New-York, his city residence being at 
No. 126 East Seventeenth-street. There was 
scarcely a man, woman, or child in Hoboken 
who did not know and respect him for his uni- 
form courtesy and kindly disposition. He was 
a Director in the First National Bank, and a 
Vestryman of St. Paul's Episcopal Church in 
that city. He was also President of the Hudson 
County Gaslight Company. In _company 
with the Rev. S. Dod and Mr. Paul, 
he projected and founded the town of Seabright, 
N. J., where he fixed his own Summer residence, 
and where he died. He was an active citizen, 
and did good service for the Democratic Party 
of New-Jersey, although he never aspired to 
hold any office. He was balioted for, however, 
in the State Convention which nominated Gov. 
Ludlow, but this was the only time that his name 
was ever brought prominently forward in poli- 
tics. He wasagreat friend of Gen. McClellan, 
and the two men were almost inseparable in a 
social sense. In this city Mr. Shippen belonged 
to the New-York Yacht Ciub, and until quite 
recently to the Union Club. 

Mr. Shippen hadan abiding faith in the famous 
Stevens battery upon which so much money was 
expended from 1844 to 1870. He always believed 
that the Stevens plan, on which the battery was 
constructed, was a feasible and efficient one,

The five-mile professional race was won by 
Howell, of England. Woodside led under the 
wire four miles, but Howell and Wood spurted 
past on the last quarter. Time—2:59; 6:08; 
9:27; 12:4234; 15:44. The one-mile amateur race 
was won by Furnival, of England, Buroham, of 
Newton, Mass., second. Time—2:48 1-5. This 
race was followed by one of D. J. Canary’s exhi- 
bitions, and that by the five-mile State cham- 
pionship race, which was won by Miller, of Meri- 
den, after a hot fight. Ives, of Meriden, led at 
the end of the first mile in 8$:23'4; Bidweil, of 
Hartford, the second in 6:4834; Miller the third 
in 10:11; Ives the fourth in 18:47, and Miller the 
fifth in 16:40 2-5, with Ives second.

THE TEXANS NOT FOOLED 


THEORY OF THE PROSECUTION AS 
TO DAVIS’S MURDER. 

a CLAIM THAT THE PRISONERS DID NOT 
WANT TO BUY BAD BILLS, BUT TO STEAL 
GOOD ONES. 

Coroner Levy sat behind his desk yester- 
gay with a large revolver on either side of the 
paper before him during the inquest in the case 
of ** Tom” Davis, the sporting man. At his left 
hand stood “The” Davis, the brother of the 
murdered man, in earnest conversation with 
Counselor Howe, the latter being arrayed ina 
light suit, tri-colored searf, flashing diamond 
pin, and several other becoming things. James 
T. Holland, who did the killing, and his. com- 
panion, John T. iill, sat together and were 
watched with great interest by the 11 jurymen. 
Ambrose H. Purdy, Assistant District Attorney; 
Lawyer A. H. Hummel, and Chief of the Secret 
Service Drummond were also prominent among 
those interested. The spectators occupied every 
available inch in the court room, and only 
abouta quarter part of the curious multitude 
were so fortunate as to gain admission. The 
remainder, or a greater part of them, gazed up 
nt the windows from the street below until the 
men were reproduced in the street. 

Policeman Cornelius Sullivan said tnat on the 
jay of tne shooting he was standing at the cor- 


ner ot West Broadway and Chambers-street, 
when Davis ran up and asked him to arrest the 
prisoner, Holland. “I grabbed him about the 
waist,” said the officer, “throwing my arms 
under his so that we could get away his weapon 
from him. The pistol was tucked in between the 
band of his trousers and his shirt, and Mr. Davis 
pulled it out and gave it tome. | took my pris- 
oner to the room in Reade-street, and on the 
way I asked him why be sbot the man. He an- 
swered: ‘ Because they were robpin’ me.” 17 hat 
bag [pointing to a glazed sachel beside the Cor- 
oner’s desk] was in the room when we entered, 
and the prisoner said that it was his and for me 
to tuke care of it. 1] took him to the station 
house along with his bag. . 

“Is thatthe pistol he had?” asked Coroner 
Levy. raising one of the miniature cannon be- 
fore him and pointing it toward ** Abe” Hum- 


mel, 

“Is that gun loaded?” interrupted Mr. Hum- 
mel, ducking his head. 

The policeman said it was not loaded, but he 
thought it was the same weapon he had taken 
from Holland. Atthe station house he had ex- 
amined it and found three builets missing. At 
the station, it was further stated, Holland had 
fenied the ownership of the glazed sachel to the 
Sergeant in charge. 

Patrolman George Walsh next stepped upon 
the stand: ~* Well, gentlemen,” he began, “* 
was standing atthe corner of Church and Cham- 
bers streets on Monday afternoon when a boy 
came tome and saida man was shot. It was 
1:46, and I run down, finding the body lying 

fead ina poo! of blood. 1 guarded it till the 
Soroner came. I searched the pockets and 
found five one-hundred-dollar bills, four tens, 
one two, and two single doliars. There was be- 
sides that $42 in Canada money, a white-handied 
knife, a bunch of keys, and a gold watch. 1 ex- 
amined the room and picked_upa bullet. [t 
had struck a large map of the United States of 
America and fallen onthe tloor. There was a 
bullet hole through the desk against the wail.” 
Mr. Walsh started to express his opinion on the 
case in general, but was interrupted and ordered 
to sit down. 

“The” Davis next told his story of the mur- 
derinthe same melodramatic munner that he 
related it to the police magistrate on Tuesday. 
When he began to describe the shooting he was 
ina high state of excitement, and acted out all 
the little details. He arose from his chair, as he 
said Holiand had done, threw it down before 
him on the floor, and pointed an imaginary re- 
volver at the crowd, shouting angrily: “ Throw 
up vour handsand git in the corner; git, I tell 
you.” Then, in imitation of his brother, he 
held up the skirts of his coat, displaying his 
trousers pockets, and turning round and round, 
pleading, meanwhile, that he was unarmed. 

Davis further on gave an account of the 
arrest of Hill at his hotel. He said that when 
searched there was found on him the mate to 
Holiand’s pistol, two watches and chuins, $1,506 
in money, and five large cartridges. 

“Do you recognize that?” asked the Coroner, 
holding up the little glazed bag. 

“ That,” said Davis, apparently deeply affected, 
“thatis the bag thatI replaced for the one l 
carried away. What's in it? Them’s what my 
brother tied up in place of money. He’s often 
done it. It’s paper cut in the shape of money.” 
Davis shed tears, but his manner was so over- 
drawn that many in the audience gave way to 
suppressed lauchter. ** My business,” continued 
the witness, lowering his voice almost to a whis- 
per, “my business was a concealed business. 
Not a man ever saw my face. I sat in my dark- 
sned room on a bag, right in front of the peek 
hole in the panel, which my eye or ear was never 
away from.” 

‘Did you see Holland give your brother any- 
thing for the money ¢” was asked. 

**Not a dollar,” was the response; ** not a sin- 
gle dollar.so help me God. He had nothiug 
with him to give. The money was not for him; 
it was only to show him how we did business.” 

The Coroner wished to know who “‘the man 
Butler, supposed to be the brother of Wood- 
word,” was. Davis said it was Butiler’s business 
to go to the botels and bring customers to the 
otlice. Deputy Coroner Philip E. Donlin gave 
the result of his autopsy on the body, and the 
Coroner advised the jurymen to go and inspect 
the trick room in Reade-street with Capt. Eakins. 
Mr. Howe suggested that Davis go along to ex- 
plain matters. 

“Then I shall stay here,” shouted one of the 
jurymen, rising from his seat. ** You can't com- 
pel me to walk in the street with that man.” It 
was decided that Davis remain behind. Then 
big Officer Walsh got up, more pompous than 
ever. “Am Ito understand,” he said, waving 
his hand toward the jury, * that these men—” 

“Sit down, Mr. Walsh,” said the Coroner. But 
Mr. Walsh was watching the eifect of his re- 
marks on the crowd and did not notice the inter- 
ruption. Capt. Eakinselbowed toward bim with 
better effec:, and he was ordered out of the 
room in disgrace. When the jury returned 
from their inspection they were asked a few 
questions, charged, and sent out to deliberate. 
They rendered a verdict that “*the deceased’ 
came to his death by a pistol shot wound in the 
hands of one Holland.” Holland was recommit- 
ted without bail. 

Counselor Howe informed Coroner Levy that 
the lite of his client, Davis, had been threatened: 
that he had never carried a pistol, but under the 
circumstances felt it necessary to do so hence- 
forth. He asked the advice of the Coroner in 
the matter. The Coroner said he had nothisg to 
fay on the subject, and Holiand’s counsel, Mr. 
Price, said Howe knew as much. 

“Mr. Davis will carry a pistol,” thundered his 
counsel, ** permission or no permission. I shail 
so advise him, agit is necessary to protect him 
trom these bioodthirsty Texan rangers.”’ 

The prisoners were escorted back to the Tombs 
followed by a crowd that was hundreds strong. 

They seemed to be uncertain as to whether or 
not some effort was to be made to mob them. 
Their eyes twinkled wickedly in a manner that 
— astruggle would not be altogether one- 
sided. 

Assistant District Attorney Purdy yesterday 
outlined the case of the prosecution. I[t will be 
held that the two Texans were thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the nature of the game that was 
to be played on them, and that instead of want- 
ing to buy counterfeit money they intended 
stealing the good bills that they knew would be 
shown tothem. Therefore Holland went to the 
room without a cent, baving left even his watch 
with his partner. He saw the $10,000 placed in 
the sachel and then covered the holder with his 
revoiver and ordered him to throw up his hands. 
It is conjectured that he did not expect to 
have to do any shooting, but that, on the spur 
of the moment, when he saw the panel open, he 
was ungered at being beaten and fired involun- 
tarily. Itis further supposed by the prosecu- 
tion that, on the part of the Davises, the saw- 
dust bag was not to be given to the Texans at 
the meeting when the shooting occurred, but 
that the business of that day was simply to in- 
spire them with confidence. The man Holland, 
xecording to testimony, stated, while counting 
the alleged counterfeit money, that be had no 
bills with him which he could use for compari- 
son, and it is held to be unlikely that Davis 
would have tried hiseame under the circum- 
stances. 

‘The defense, on the otber hand, will be able to 
claim that Holland bought the money, and 
considered after it had been placed in the sachel 
that it was bis property. Anticipating the panel 
act, he demanded bis property. Davis laid the 
sache! on the desk, and as he sat down with his 
back to itand dropped his hands to his side Hol- 
land, it might be supposed, thought he was 
reaching for his pistol and fired in self-defense. 
The two theories conflict sharply, and a jury 
will have to decide as to the veracity of a couple 
of sharpers. 

The following is a litera) copy of a letter writ- 
ten by Holland to H. Woodword, an imaginary 
person whom Tom Davis represented. ‘I'he orig- 
inal is in the possession of Howe & Hummel, 
counsel for Theodore Davis, and will be used in 
the prosecution: 

CONTINENTAL HOTEL, NEW- YORK Aug. 30 1885. 
H. Weodword, 128 West St NV. Y. 

DR SIR I left word for you to meet me at Mer- 
chunt Hotel with the proprietor of the soloon at 128 
ft at ten O Cto-day. Mr Johnston was there to see 
you I was sick myself and could not come we wanted 
to see you on strickley business. Nodoubt you think 
verry strange of our actions in this bassiness. But 
could you understand that | was here some yexrs ugo 
and bought some goods from a certain porter and he 
tailed to express them as he said ne would do Why 
when I come on this time 1 was suspicious also. But 
all I want now is to get the goods [| am willing to pay 
tor them If | am sure they would get off in the express 
} um satistied now that you are willing to sel] them and 
help us get them out of the city and that is all we 
want. We believe that you have been procting you- 
seives and we hav been trying to protect ourselves 
and have both given each other room to be suspicious. 
Weare bere on expenses and are anxious to get back 
meet us ut the Merchants Hote! at 11 o. c. tomorrow 
nod we will go and trade with you you can leave # 
man with one of us to see that but one goes and we 
will plege you our word and honor that we do all we 
guy and only one will attemp to go We have come a 
long way to get these goods and would like to have 
them believeing that we can usethem We will be at 
the Hotel at eleven and wait untill one for you would 
like to see you then we can better explain what you 
seem to be so afraid about it seems that we are the 
ons to beafraid. Yours Truly, J.T. HOLLAND. 

It is claimed that’ Theodore Davis cannot be 
convicted of felony'on the testimony of Bu tler 
or the Texans, as they were all of them toa 
greater or less extent his confederates. 

When Hilland Holiand came to New-York they 





registered at the Continental Hotel, Twentieth- 
stres and Broadway, both names being written 
inatair hand by Holland. This was Aug. 26, 
They came at nizht and left the next morning, 
Thursday. They occupied the same bed in room 
No. 6 on the parlor floor. Nobody is known to 
have called on them. Holland registered from 
Abilene, Texas, and Hill Colorado. Friday they 
returned, registered again, and were given room 
No. 48, which they occupied until arrested. Late 
Tuesday evening, on the night arter the shoot- 
ing, an order calling for their baggage was re- 
ceived at the Continental Hotel, and the clerk 
guve it toa messenger, but where it was taken 
isunknown. Theaction of Hill and Holland in 
sending a mysterious messenger for their trunks 
suggests that they may have feared the discov- 
ery of their contents. 

A lawyer who has given much attention to 
the prosecution of persons guilty of counter- 
feiting holds the theory that Holland was used 
by Hill, who knew him to bea bold man, whose 
ignorance was the exact requisite required to 
either rob or kill, as the case demanded from a 
Texan standpoint. His theory is that Hill 
suspected a ** game” and posted Holland, who 
was instructed to bring the good money if he 
could, or if he failed in this to “stand off” Davis 
for the * queer.” The reason Holland went 
alone was that it was deemed best tor one of the 
two men to be connected as little as possible 
with the direct dealings, so that in case of 
trouble he would be the better able to lend a 
helping hand to the other. 

The prisoners want an early hearing, and bail 
will be offered for Hill this afternoon. 

A telegram from Chicago states that it is be- 
lieved there that Holland was in that city about 
amonthago, floating around in sporting re- 
sorts, until he gained the title of “The man 
from Denver.” One day while “*the man from 
Denver” was in town, agang of sharpers got 
hold of him and steered him against a game of 
poker in the “Turf Excbange” building in 
Clark-street, with a view to fleecing him. “The 
man from Denver” played for 36 hours and then 
went out $6,000 ahead. ‘ Mike” McDonald and 
A.S. Trude are reported to have joined in this 
game. 





GREETING SENATOR SEWELL, 
ieee 
MET ON HIS RETURN FROM EUROPE BY A 
LARGE PARTY OF FRIENDS. 

United States Senator William J. Sew- 
ell, of New-Jersey, returned frém Europe yes- 
terday on the steamship Noordland. He had 
been away for three months, during which he 
traveled most of the time, visiting England, Ire- 
land, Scotland, France, Austria, and Germany. 
A party of his friends on the tug Juniata started 
down the Bay to meet him yesterday morning 
as soon as the steamship was reported. They 
found the Noordland at Quarantine about lu 
o’clock with the Senator on board, brimming 
over with good health. Speaker E. A. Arm- 
strong, of the New-Jersey Assembly, informed 
the Senator, as soon as greetings were over, 
that the people of Camden, irrespective 
of party, wished to honor him with 
a reception to-morrow night. Senator 
Sewell, in accepting the invitation, said he was 
glad to see in it an indication that he still re- 
tained his friends in spite of the **row.”’ That 
was the anly allusion made by any one onthe 
trip back to Jersey City to the charges brought 
by the True American, of Trenton, in July, that 
Gen. Sewell and Senator McPherson had made 
an alliance at Philadelphia in December, 1878, by 
which the former was to be elected to the United 
States Senate as the representative of Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad interests, to succeed Theodore 
¥. Randolph, who was then Mr. McPherson’s 
Democratic associate. The True American 
charged that the alliance was still in force, and 
that Senator Sewell’s control, with Mr. McePher- 
son, of the State patronage explained why New- 
Jersey Democrats did not geta fair show with 
the Administration. 

Yesterday’s party landed at oneof the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad piers and disposed of a tunch 
awaiting them at the station restaurant. Then 
they boarded a special train tor Cape May, where 
Senator Sewel! will remain until to-morrow. On 
the way to the train the Senator was asked about 
the True American’s charges.

A number 
of friends who were not admitted sent 
beautiful floral offerings. The undertaker 
moved in and out; but there was no minister in 
attendance. Mr, Holtz is an unbeliever, and no 
religious ceremony whatever marked the 
funeral. it was expected that some of the 
mourners would make a few remarks, but ail 
were too stricken to speak. Mrs. Holtz kissed 
the marble faces of her two children passionate- 
ly and was led to her room. Mr. Hoitz 
sat by with bowed head, and finally 
bade the undertaker cover the forms for- 
ever from view. Four pall bearers car- 
ried the caskets to the two hearses that 
stood before the house door, and the mourners 
occupied the carriages that followed the hearses. 
A very large crowd had gathered on the street 
to see the dead borne to their final resting place. 
The hearses moved slowly away to the Wee- 
hawken Cemetery, where the burial took place. 

Dr. Am Ende, whose error cost the two lives, 
continues toimprove. He is closely watched, 
however, to guard against another attempt at 
suicide. He is still excited, and the fear that his 
mind has been permanently shattered is grow- 
ing stronger every hour.

A ROW AT A PRIMARY. 

Primary elections were held yesterday 
inthe Seventh and Eighth Wards of Paterson, 
N. J., comprising the Fourth Assembly District 
of Passaic County, to select delegates to nomi- 
nate the Democratic candidate for that district.

Mr. Gourley ran four years ago and 
was undoubtedly elected, but was counted out 
in the interest of the Hon. Thomas Fiynn, who 
bas served the districteversince. It is suspected 
that Mr. Flynn is now of the opinion that in the 
interest of harmony and the Democratic Party 
it would be as weil to give him a iifth term.

INSUFFICIENT APPROPRIATIONS. 

Controller Loew yesterday decided not 
to approve of any more contracts for local im- 
provements under the direction of the Depart- 
ments of Public Works or Public Parks because 
of the insufficiency of appropriations.

The Con- 
trolier isof the opinion that the only way new 
local improvements can be carried on is by di- 
rect taxation or by using what can be collected 
trom old assessments, after contracts previously 
entered into have been liquidated.

AN INVESTIGATION BY THE COM- 
MISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS. 
MAYOR GRACE REDEEMING HIS PLEDGE TO 
EXAMINE THE AFFAIRS OF THE PUB- 
LIC WORKS DEPARTMENT, 
Commissioners of Accounts William Pitt 
Shearman and John B. Adamson have fairly be- 
gun their examination of the Department of 
Public Works. They have been instructed to 
conduct their investigation with all due dili- 
gence and dispatch, and, with the approval of 
Mayor Grace, have determined to examine into 
departmental affairs from the conclusion of 
Mayor Grace’s first term to the present time. 
While the Commissioners are required to make 
an examination of the department about 
this time cach year, the investigation 
upon which they have just entered 
is of an extraordinary character. The 
complications regarding Commissioner Squire’s 
occupancy of his office, the well understood in- 
tention of Mayor Grace to compass his removal 
if possible, and the fact that ex-Commissioner 
Hubert O. Thompson has had cause of com- 
plaint against his ideas of fidelity to his friends 
have all been potent factors in determining the 
course of the Commissioners of Accounts. 
So far as Mayor Grace is concerned, he is sim- 
ply carrying out his pledge to look sharply into 
the affairs of the department as contained in 


his inaugural message. In this document the 
Mayor said, referring to the Department of 
Public Works: “This great department, with 
its manifold duties and many ramifications, will 
demand a great share of my attention, and I 
shall subject its workings to the most exhaustive 
examination for the purpose of inaugurating 
such economies as may be found to be prac- 
ticable.” : 

The Commissioners of Accounts began their 
active work on Friday last. They did not go 
near the Department of Public Works, but 
sent a note to Deputy Commissioner David Low- 
ber Smith that he was wanted to testify as to his 
knowledge of the workings of the department. 
Mr. Smith showed this note to Mr. Squire, and 
the latter said he had received no similar notice, 
while no one else in the department had been 
subpoenaed. Mr. Smith went to the rooms of 
tne Commissioners in the Stewart Building. He 
was greeted by Mr. Shearman, who ushered him 
into a private chamber, where sat Mr. Adamson. 
While a stenographer was song ne ge a dozen 
pencils, Mr. Smith took the chair which was 
pointed out to him, and when the doors had 
been closed his examination was begun. He was 
asked his name and address, and then Mr. Shear- 
man took up acopy of the City Record of Jan. 31, 
containing a list of city employes, and asked 
Mr. Smith about the general duties of each em- 
ploye of the Public Works Department. The 
Commissioners asked about Mr. Squire ina gen- 
eral way, and about tho attachés immediately 
under his authority they put spceific questions 
astotheir duties, their hours of work in the 
public service, and whether or not they did any 
outside work. Mr. Smith answered by detailing 
the work each man was supposed to perform. 
and swore that, so far as he knew, every em- 
ploye conscientiously discharged his full duty to 
the city and to the public. So far as he himself 
was concerned he made affidavit that he was at 
the department early and late, and in the case 
of all the employes under hia immediate super- 
vision he knew they all did full service. 

**Do you know of any personsin the depart- 
ment,”’ asked Commissioner Shearman, “* who do 
any work for persons outside the City Govern- 
ment ?”” 

*T believe,” was the reply. “*“‘that every man 
employed in the Department of Public Works 
works for the city during the hours he is sup- 
posed to be in its service,” 

* Do any employes do any outside work ?”’ per- 
siste' Mr. Shearman. 

* Whether they do or not after hours,” re- 
torted Mr. Smith, “is none of my affair. I 
simply look to their doing their duty to the city 
of New-York, and, sc far as I know, they all 
give a full day’s work, except in case of sick- 
ness or where leave of absence has been 
granted.” 

Mr. Shearman and Mr. Adamson whispered to- 
gether, and then the former sought to question 
Mr. Smith about the 1,800 laborers and other 
men employed in the Water Bureau, on the 
aqueduct and otherwise. Mr. Shearman wished 
Mr. Smith to answer specifically in the case of 
each employe as to his duties, his hours of labor, 
and other matters. The Deputy Commissioner 
objected to this mode of examination. 

**Tcannot be in more than one placeata 
time,” he remarked, *“*and I don't see bow I can 
be expected to tell whether John Doe or Richard 
Roe put their shovels in the ground in Westches- 
ter at exactly Tin the morning and quit at ex- 
actly 5or6 at night. The supervision of this 
class of work has to be left to the foremen 
and other employes.” 

Mr. Shearman disclaimed any intention to go 
into the subject as thoroughly.as Mr. Smith 
evidently thought they intended doing, and 
explained that they wished to discover if every 
maninthe department did all the work he was 
supposed to do, 

“Then,” said Mr. Smith, ‘what I would say 
would be this: I have no knowledge, and never 
had any knowledge, that any man in the de- 
partment did not work during the hours for 
which he was employed. About laborers and 
other employes on the aqueduct, and on other 
department duties, I can only say that I believe 
they all do their full duty tothecity. They 
are under the supervision of careful men, and 
these men would be the proper persons to ask as 
to their work.” 

Mr. Smith was then told that he micht leave, 
and at thesame time was asked to have cer- 
tain otheremployes sent at certain hours on 
Monday, Tuesday, and yeaterday to the Com- 
missioners of Accounts’ office. Among the em- 
ployes thus notificd to appear and be examined 
were Kobert R. Reed, a clerk in the Commission- 
er’s office; Edward Brady, a messenger; Fred- 
erick W. Brown, a messenger; Thomas Houla- 
han, a messenger; Edwin C. Donnell, a sienog- 
rapher, and Joseph J. McAvoy, Suverintend- 
ent of the Bureau of Repairs and Supplies in the 
department. ; 

Mr. Reed was summoned to appear on Mon- 
day, but he did not respond. When he after- 
ward told the Commissioners that he received a 
salary of $1,300 a year to attend to various cler- 
ical matters, especially as to the incoming cor- 
respondence, he was sharply asked why he had 
not appeared promptly in response to the sum- 
mons sent him. He replied that he bad been in 
the country and had caught the earliest train he 
could get,and when he reached the office he 
found it was too late to appear before the Com- 
missioners. 

Stenographer Donnell has been suspected of 
devoting considerable time to ex-Commissioner 
Hubert O. Thompson, and he was sharply ques- 
tioned on this point. After Mr. Donnell bad 
sworn that he received $1,800 for varied duties 
in the department he testified that his hours of 
work were from 9 A. M. to4 P. M. He did some 
work for Mr. Thompson and for anybody who 
paid him, but it was always done after 4 o’clock 
and on Sundays. 

Fre:ierick W. Brown, who was Mr. Thompson's 
confidential messenger in the department, and 
who, it is suspected, still continues in a confiden- 
tial position toward that gentleman, swore that 
he attended to his duties zealously, and that he 
fully earned his $1,200 a year salary. He did no 
work for Mr. Thompson except after office 
hours. Edward Brady and Thomas Houlaban, 
who also receive $1,200 a year as messengers, 
also testified that they did their full measure of 
the department work, and that they did no out- 
side work of any kind. Alexander Brandon, 
who the Commissioners suspected was quite as 
much attached to Mr. Maurice B. Flynn as tothe 
public service, also declared that he performed 
his whole duty to the city. 

Commissioners Shearman and Adamson, when 
asked about their investigation. said it had no 
special significance, and declared that Mayor 
Grace had not inspired their action,

TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 


COUNTER-CLAIMS OF THE WESTERN UNION 
AND BALTIMORE AND OHIO COMPANIES, 
A lot of complicated telegraphic instru- 

ments burdened a table near the docrof the 

United States Circuit Court room _ yester- 

day. Judge Wallace looked at them in dismay 

when he entered the room. The numerous 
lawyers who sat in front of the bench, and 
were filled with information respecting con- 
densers and relays, duplex and quadruplex, 
telegraphing, and Edison’s, Muirhead’s, and 

Field’s automatic systems, looked cheerful, evi- 

dently to keep up thespirits of the Judge. The 

lawyers were E. N. Dickerson, Gen. Samuel A. 

Duncan, and C. L. Buckingham, who were bent 

on convincing the Judge that the Western Union 

Telegraph Company should have an injunction 

against the Baltimore and Ohio Company; and 

Messrs. Grosvenor P. Lowrey, E. R. Bacon, Fred- 

erick H. Betts, Rockwell Kent. and E. J. H. 

Hyde, who were filled with the determination to 

prove that no such order should be issued. 

The controversy hetween the two companies 
grows outof the claim made by the Western 
Union that 1t has the exclusive right to use the 
duplex and quadruplex methods of telegraph- 
ing, being the owner of patents covering the 
field procured by an inventor named Stearns. 
These patents, the Western Union’s lawyers 
say, the Baltimore and Ohio Company 
is violating. The response of the  Balti- 
more and Ohio is that the original patent of 
Inventor Stearns was worthless, because his sys- 
tem had been anticipated by that of another in- 
ventor named Varley, and that even if the orig- 
inal patent was good the reissues, on which the 
Western Union's alleged rights are now based, 
are invalid, under a decision of the Supremo 
Court of the United States, for the reason that 
they respectively cover either less or greater 
ground than the origina), 

The affidavit of President D. H. Bates, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, which was read yesterday, 
sets forth the case for his side with great clear- 
ness.

He therefore 
had the entire field of law respecting duplex 
telegraphing gone over by experts, who finally 
reported that the Stearns patents and reissues 
were of no effect, and he adopted the use of 
the condenser which is a featufe of the Stearns 
syatem. Mr. Bates denies that by using the con- 
denser he infringes the patents on that system, 
first, because the patents are invalid, and sec- 
ondly, because the condenser is not peculiar to 
thst system alone. As there are a great many 
affidavits of experts in telegraphy to be read in 
support of the claims of the Baltimore and Ohio

ONE CASE IN A THOUSAND. 


A FORTUNATE LOSER WHOSE MONEY IS 
PROMPTLY RETURNED. 

William H. Cole, publisher of the Irish 
American, drew $160 from the Nassau Bank on 
Tuesday afternoon, and placing it in a loose roll 
in his trousers pocket went down town to trans- 
act some business. At about 5o°‘clock he entered 
the vestibule of the Post Office, and stepping 
to the stamp window on the Broadway side pur- 
chased some postage stamps. He drew out his 
pocketbook te place the stamps in it, and in 
doing so pulled out the roll of bills, which fell 
on the stone floor of the vestibule unnoticed. 
Mr. Cole went to his office, and when he reached 
there he missed the money for the first time. He 
hurried back to the Post Office, but could find 
no trace of the bills, and after a fruitiess search 
and questioning of the Post Office officials, he 
went to a newspaper office and inserted an adver- 
tisement, which appexred yesterday morning, 
otfering a reward tor the return of the money. 

A few miuutes after Mr. Cole dropped the roll 
of bills Mr. A. W. Patterson, a wool merchant at 
Nos. 134 and 136 Duane-street, passed through 
the Broadway vestibule of the Post Office. He 
noticed a package of money on the floor and 
picked it up. It had been kicked and shuffled 
away from the place where it must have fallen, 
and as if was a time of day when the Post Office 
is always filled with hurrying men and women, it 
was evident that many feet must have passed 
over the money, which lay unobserved until Mr. 
Patterson discovered it. He took the bills to his 
office and inserted an advertisement in another 
morning paper stating that the owner of the 
money could have it by proving property. Mr. 
Cole saw this advertisement and called on Mr. 
Patterson. He described his lost money as con- 
sisting of four twenty-dollar bills, six ten-dollar 
bills, and four five-dollar bilis,and the poovege 
waa restored to him, the finder declining to take 
anything from him except the 95 cents which he 
had paid for advertising.
